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Special dispatches from THE TrmEs’s 
®wn correspondents in Ohio, which are 
printed below, indicate that with the same 
leading candidates for Governor the peo- 
ple ot that State yesterday reversed their 
decision of two years ago and elected 
Judge Foraker, the Republican nominee, 
over Gov. Hoadly by a plurality of from 
about 15,000 to 20,000 votes. 

The returns regarding the Legislature 
are incomplete, but the Republicans have 
in all probability regained control of that: 
body by decisive majorities, thus retaining 
the United States Senatorship. 

The election yesterday was for Governor 
and other State officers and a Legislature, 
which will be called upon to choose a 
United States Senator to succeed the Hon. 
John Sherman, whose term expires in 
18si. The people of the State also voted 
upon proposed amendments of four sec- 
tions of their State Constitution, which 
change the time of the biennial elections 
of State officers and Legislature to the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in 
November, and, if adopted, will bring the 
last of ** the October States” in line with 
nearly all ,the other States of the Union as 
respects the date of its general elections. 

The several candidates for Governor 
voted for yesterday were: Joseph B. 
Foraker, Republican; George Hoadly, 
Democrat, and present incumbent; G. W. 
Northrop, Greenbacker, and the Rev. 
Adna B. Leonard, Prohibitionist. The 
vote of the State in recent years has been 
as follows:

There are 2,017 voting precincts in the 
State, and Gov. Hoadly’s plurality two 
years ago having been 12,530, Judge Fora- j 
ker yesterday had to make an average 
fain of a little over six votes in each pre- 
cinct to overcome it. 

The Legislature chosen in 1883 was Dem- 
ocratic by 26 majority on joint ballot in a 
total membership of 133. 
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SCRATCHERS VERY NUMEROUS. 

THEIR WORK WITHOUT A PARALLEL 
OHIO ELECTIONS, 

JoLumBvs, Oct. 13.—The election in Ohio 
to-day passed off without any serious disturb- 
ance, slthough in many sections of the State 
party spirit ran high, and personal collisions 
were only avoided by the cooler heads. Party 
lines were closely drawn in some localities, but 
the scratching has been without a parallel in 
Ohio elections. 

ln this city the pencil brigade was most for- 
midable, and Myers, the ring candidate for the 
Legislature, has been defeated without doubt. 
The count is necessarily slow because of tho 
manner in whicn the candidates have been 
slaughtered. There has been a cut-throat game ; 
played on the county ticket. Myers commenced 
the work of trading, after which he was cut right. 
and left by the friends of other candidates. 

At this hour—9:30 P. M.—the returns are com- 
ing in slowly and unsatisfactorily. From the 
reports thus far received the Republicans have 
made gains in their own and the Democratic 
strongholds, with the exception of one precinct 
in Hocking, one in Henry, and one in Huron 
County. In the last named the Prohibition vote 
was large. The State at this hour is claimed by 
both parties, but the returns are as yet too 
meagre to form a basis for a prediction. Should 
the Republican gains continue in the same ratio 
as those now in, the State may be safely claimed 
by the Republicans. As yet no estimate can be 
made as to the political complexion of the Leg- 
islature. 

Midnight.—All indicationg point to the elec- 
tion of the entire Republican State ticket by a 
plurality of not less than 15,000 and a majority 
of the State Legislature. While no positive 
statement can be made as to the political com- 
plexion of that body, it is more than probable 
that the Republicans will bave a good working 
majority, which will insure che re-election of 
John Sberman to the Senate. The demoraliza- 
tion that has marked the conduct of the Ohio 
Penitentiary and the reckless extravagance that 
has marked the conduct of the State institu- 
tions have @doné much toward bringing about 
the result of to-day. The Democratic State 
Executive Committee concedes Foraker’s elec- 
tion. 

One o’Clock A. M.—The Prohibition vote will 
run up to nearly 20,000. The Democrats have 
suffered by the third party in their strongholds, 
and the organization that they fondled yester- 
day now receives their most bitter curses. 

The Republicans are jubilant with bands and 
bonfires to-night over the electiou news. 
The Democrats are correspondingly quiet 
and receiving the result with good grace. 
Chairman Powell, of the Democratic Committee, 
concedes the election of the Republican State 
ticket by from 15,000 to 20,000, and thinks the 
Republicans have carried both branches of the 
Legislature. Gov. Hoadly thinks the Demo- 
crats may have saved the Senate. 

The Republican Executive Committee claim 
the election of Foraker by from 15,000 to 18,000 
plurality, although the complete returns may 
make it more. They have information from all 
the doubtful counties, and have elected their 
Representatives. They claim a majority on joint 
ballot outside of Hamilton County. 

The enthusiasm is beyond anything witnessed 
here ror years. The Republicans are painting 
thetown red. Bands are parading the streets, 
bonfires burning, and fireworks exploding. The 
Democratic headquarters are closed. The defeat 
of the disturber Allan O. Myers is beyond 
doubt, and this fact is a matter of sincere 
congratulation. There was never before as 
much “boodle” distributed in an election in 
this State as to-day, but the indignation of the 
people was too great at the disgraceful work of 
the last Legislature to longer toierate the fac- 
tion that bas gained control of the Ohio Demo- 
cratic machine. The most enthusiastic people 
in Columbus to-night are tne ‘“ Mossbacks,” 
who have worked against the ringsters. 

Indications are that the Republicans have car- 
ried this county with but one or twoexceptions. 
Hocking County, which! gave Hoadiy about 
800 two yearsago, elects a Republican Repre- 
sentative. 

2 A. M.-—-Myers is believed to be defeated by 
400 majority. It is also believed that Young, 
another Democratic candidate for the Legisla- 
ture, has gone under. Democratic committees 
have left for *he townships to get control of the 
ballot boxes for thei purpose of stuffing them. 
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Republicans are on their track. The excite. 
ment is intense. 

2:10 A. M.—The Republicans will undoubtediy 
have the Legislature without Hamilton County.

FEARS OF FRAUDS. 

SOME UNEASINESS CAUSED BY REPORTS OF 
’ CHEATING IN CINCINNATI 

Cincinnati, Oct. 13.—The day was more 
quiet in this city than election days usually are. 
A drizzling rain discouraged Republicans some- 
what, and reports from a dozen close precincts 
to the effect that the men who had been 
charged with the duty of holding tickets had 
been bought up by the Democratic managers 
and deserted their posts increased the feel- 
ing of discouragement. Toward night the 
Democrats were claiming everything and 
the Kepubl.cans regarded the result as 
doubtful. In Precinct A, of the Ninth 
Ward, a Democratic Judge of Election was 
asked how large a vote they expected to poll. 

* Four hundred,” was the reply. 

“How many names are there on the registry 
book ?”” was next asked. 

“Three hundred and forty-two.” was the an- 
swer. 

“And you expect to poll more votes than there 
are names registered ?” 

“Yes,” replied this Judge. ‘They are doing 
it in the other precincts, and why shouldn't we ?” 

“ But the vote of such precincts will be thrown 
out,”’ was sugeested. 

“No, they will not,” retorted the Judge, and 
several bystanders joined in empnatic expres- 
sions of thesame kind. “It wasall understood,” 
they said. 

A report of this conversation was carried to 
the Republican Headquarters, where it was 
claimed that similar information had been re- 
ceived from other precincts. Ballot boxes were 
also reported to have been broken up and 
soap boxes substituted, and the windows 
through which the bailots were passed by the 
voters to the Judges of Election were said 
to be as high in some precincts as a man's 
head, making it quite impossible for 
voters to see the disposition made of 
their ballots after they were passed through. 
These reports gave ground for the belief that 
there were serious frauds being perpetrated, 
and the lateness of returns to-night, coupled 
with the knowledge that in some cases they are 
being purposely held back, has greatly strength- 
ened this belief. 

Judge Foraker and Gov. Hoadly both voted in 
the same precinct on Walnut Hills this morn- 
ing. Each thought the prospect of his elec- 
tion good. Judge Foraker said he had made 
86 speeches during the campaign. To-night 
he is at the Western Union Building, 
receiving returns and congratulatory telegrams. 
He has ju:t been handed a dispatch from Colum- 
bus saying that Democrats there concede his 
election by 15,000, and also the election of a Re- 
publican Legislature. 

The meagre returns from the precincts of this 
city show Republican gains over the vote of 
two years ago, when the candidates for Gov- 
ernor were the same as to-day. Both parties are 
claiming small majorities. The election of a 
mixed county ticketand a Republican delega- 
tion to the Legislature seems probable. 
The Republican State Central Committee 
claims to have elected Representatives in Madi- 
son, Adams, Delaware, Morrow, Morgan, Wash- 
ington, and Ross Counties, and Senators in the 
Fourteenth, Twenty-first, Twenty-seventh, and 
Twenty-ninth Districts. 
Ten precincts from Richland County, in- 
cluding three wards in Mansfield, give a net Re- 
publican gain of 48. Portage County, seven 
precincts, 80 Democratic gain; Sandusky Coun- 
ty, seven precincts, 250 Republican gain. 
Eighty-five precincts from Hamilton County 
show a Republican majority of 1,659. 
The Republican gain in Erie County, three- 
fourths of which has been heard from, is 600. 
In Champaign County, one-half heard from, the 
Republican gain is 125; in Auglaize County, 8 
precincts, 300; Clarke County, 7 precincts, 
240; Scioto County, 16 precincts, 375; Seneca 
County, 11 precincts, including four wards of 
Tiffin, 150: Stark County, 7 precincts, including 
two wards in Massillon, 300; Summit County, 11 
precincts, 275; Trumbull County, 7 precincts, 3. 
Republicans claim to have elected Representa- 
trves in the following additional counties: 
Athens, Cuyahoga, (6,) Fulton, Greene, (the Rev. 
B. W. Arnet, colored,) Lawrence, and Van Wert. 
The following gains are reported in Cincin- 
nati: Second Ward, three precincts, Democratic 
gain, 188; Third Ward, one precinct, Republican 
gain, 126; Sixth Ward, complete, Democratic 
gain, 575; Tenth Ward, one precinct, 
Republican gain, 54; Sixteenth Ward, 
one precinct, Democratic igain, 82; Seventeenth 
Ward, one precinct, Democratic gain, 1; 
Twentieth Ward, one precinct, Republican 
gain, 18; T'wenty-first Ward, one precinct, 
Republican gain, 56; Twenty-second Ward, 
one precinct, Democratic gain, 31; Twenty- 
third Ward, one precinct, Democratic gain, 12. 
Six hundred and forty-five precincts throughout 
the State give a net Republican gain of 10,475.

A CLEAN SWEEP IN CLEVELAND. 
THE REPUBLICANS CARRY THE LEGISLATIVE 
AND COUNTY TICKETS. 
CLEVELAND, Oct. 13.—The vote through- 
out the city and county was very large, and 
this, combined with the pleasant weather, en- 
couraged the Republicans. When the polls 
closed the betting, which had been in favor of 
Hoadly, veered around in favorof Foraker. It 
was 10 o'clock before any returns from the city 
or county were received, and these showed uni- 
form Republican gains. 

At midnight returns had been received from 
nearly all the wards and precincts showing a 
Republican gain of about 2,000. The county and 
legislative ticket is badly out. It is conceded 
that the Republicans have elected their entire 
legislative ticket by majorities ranging from 500 
to 4,000, and that all the county offices have been 
swept in by them. 

At midnight Major W. W. Armstrong, of the 
Plain Dealer, said: ** I think the Republicans have 
from 15,000 to 20,000 plurality. The Legislature 
is in doubt, with chances favoring a Republican 
majority on joint ballot.” 

One O*Clock A. M.—Returns from 20 wards and 
precincts in the county show a net Republican 
gain of nearly 1,500 over the vote of last 
year, and the Democrats now concede the 
State ticket will receive a majority of from 8,000 
to 4,000. The Republicans have also elected their 


entire county and legislative ticket by majorities 
ranging from 1,000 to 4,000. 


THE VOTE IN OTHER PLACES. 

CHILLICOTHE, Ohio, Oct. 13.—Ross 
County will give 150 Republican majority; the 
Republican Senator and Kepresentative run 
ahead of the ticket, and the whole Republican 
county ticket is elected. 

MARIETTA, Ohio, Oct. 13.—The Republic- 
ans elect a Senator in the Fourteenth District 
and a Representative in Washington County. 


REJOICING IN TOLEDO. 
NOT ONE DISPATCH INDICATING DEMO- 
CRATIC GAINS. 


ToLtEpo, Oct. 18.—A nastier day than 
this for an election has seldom been in the lot of 
Ohio politicians to meet with. The rain fell and 
the mud was deep and affectionate. The Repub- 
licans gained and lost courage as the sun would 
shine and again retire, and it was not untli 
night that they came boldly out and claimed the 
State and Legislature on the meagre returns 
that had been received. . 

Although the day was one that tried men’s 
patience, there was no trouble of any sort in 
Toiedo, nor was any reported from this section 
of the State. It was noticed all day that the 
“ quiet voter” was abroad, and the scratching 
bas so complicated matters that only a few pre- 
cincts will report before the early hours of to- 


morrow. 
Xeports from surrounding counties. while scat-

tering and uusatisfactory, are uniformly filled 
with good news for Republicans, Not a single 
dispatch has been received indicating Democrat- 
ic gains. The legislative candidates in Fulton, 
Wood, Williams, and Van Wert Counties are 
counted as surely elected. The Senators are all 
conceded to be Democratic. 

In Lucas County, in which Toledo is situated, 
the Republicans appeared on the street to-night 
filled with confidence, their gains on the State 
ticket helping them out on the local ticket. 
They claimed at ll o'clock to have elected the 
entire county ticket, with the exception of 
Sheriff, and both Representatives, although 
later returns from city precincts are not 60 fa- 
vorable. Itis impossible at this hour to give 
any authentic report of the result of the contest. 

At midnight returns from this portion of the 
State are complete enough for the Democrats to 
be sure of electing ali of their legislative can- 
didates but two Representatives. This cannot 
be changed by any ordinary returns from the 
doubtful counties. Later returns from this 
county show large Republican gains, 14 precincts 
in the city giving a net gain of 818 at midnight. 
Hoadly had over 1,800 majority here two years 
ago, and the remaining 10 precincts in the city 
cannot reduce the balance of 1,000. The Ger- 
mans did not stand by John Sherman, as was ex- 
pected, but cut Baumbach, a countryman, 
badly on account of his bad record. ‘There is no 
hope for the Republicans of this neck of the 
woods except on the State at large.

DEMOCRATS GIVE IT UP. 
BUT GOV. HOADLY SAYS IT IS A NICE, 
CLOSE FIGHT. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 13.—The Times’s Colum- 
bus (Ohio) special says: ** Returns come in more 
slowly than usual, but there is unusual regu- 
larity in the ratio of Republican gains, With 
over 100 of the precincts in, the Republican gains 
have run trom 10 to 40 per precinct, and 
averaged 17. Atthis rate the Republicans will 
overcome Hoadly's plurality of 12,000 in 1883 
and give Foraker a plurality of 16,000. With the 
Prohibition vote kept up at its present rate it 
will reach 24,000,and the largest Prohibition gains 
are reported in Democratic precincts. It is, 
however, to be considered,that the Republicans, 
with the better organization, got out their 
vote in the cities to-day, while in the 
country, where the feeling seemed most in 
their favor, the vote was not so fully drawn out. 
The cold rain fell all day with no more than a 
half hour's cessation atany time. This did not 
seem to have helped the Democrats as here- 
tofore. 

The Germans inall of the cities went strongly 
for the Republicans and the colored men, toa 
considerable extent, pulled with the Democrats. 
The colored and mining votes may make Hoadly 
run some better. Those figuring at Republican 
State headquarters claim 20,000 forthe head of 
their ticket ana not less than 15,000 for the rest 
of it. 

The reports from the close counties and dis- 
tricts are in favor of the Republican legis- 
lative ticket to the extent that they may 
have fully 40 majority in the lower house 
andl0inthe Senate, but this is estimated on 
partial returns, especialiy as to the State Sen- 
ators. Of the 37 Senators the Republicans 
claim 21. 

Gov. Hoadly arrived from Cincinnati at 10:30 
o’clock, and proceeded directly to Democratic 
headquarters, where Chairman Powell, the other 
members of the committee, and a few friends 
were inspecting the returns. The Govermor wus 
asked if he did not think be was beaten, and he 
replied: 

**No, this is just a nice close fight, and will not 
go 6,600 either way.” 
The Democratic committee is inclined to con- 
cede everything, and its members say their only 
hope of carrying the Legislature is a solid dele- 
gation from Hamilton County.

EMBALMED IN COLD TYPE 


DAVID B. HILL’S CAREER AS AN 
EDITORIAL WRITER. 
DECORATION DAY SERVICES PRONOUNCED 
‘“ DUMB SHOW” —JEFF DAVIS ESTEEMED 

SUPERIOR TO SENATOR REVELS. 

ALBANY, Oct. 18.—David B. Hill’s career 
as an editor does not appear to be any morea 
matter of pride with him, now that he is run- 
ning for Governor, than is his record as a legis- 
lator. In fact, he would be glad to deny, if he 
could, that he was ever either an editor or a 
legislator; but, unfortunately for him, his rec- 
ord in both capacities has been embalmed in 
cold type and is accessible. THE TIMES has al- 
ready given its readers a pretty full account of 
his legislative record as it appears in the Jour- 
nals of the Assembly of 1871 and 1872, and it has 
also proved his partnership with William M. 
Tweed in the ownership of the Elmira Gazette 
prior to that time. It is not a very intel- 
lectual treat to run over the files of that 
journal, and the strongest impression one 
gets from scanning its pages is that 
Tweed got badly sold when he invested in it, 
even if he did steal the money to buy his way 
in. It may have been worth $10,000 to Tweed, 
but to any other reader 10 cents would have 
been an exorbitant price fora year’s subscription. 
its editorials are the weakest kind of trash, but 
they are notable for one thing, they show Mr. 
Hill to have been the same extreme and un- 
scrupulous partisan when an editor that he has 
since been as a legislator and politician. No po- 
sition taken by the Democratic Party of that 
period was so absurd or unpopular or undemo- 
cratic that it did not find in Mr. Hill the strong- 
est support and championship of which his pen 
was capable. Nor was any praise of his three 
great friends and patrons—Tweed, Gould, and 
Fisk—so extravagant or fulsome that it did not 
find a conspicuous place in his paper. Examples 
of this may be found in the columns of almost 
every day’s issue of the Gazette, and it is only as 
showing Mr. Hill's character—nis utter lack of 
principle and his slavish subserviency to rich 
and prosperous villains—that it becomes neces- 
sary, now that he is seeking the office of Gov- 
ernor, to put them in type again. 

Mr. Hill, like most of his Democratic friends 

in this State, was fanatically opposed to the 
adoption of the fifteenth amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States giving colored 
men the right of suffrage. On the very first day 
of the session of the Legislature of 1870 his 
friend and political mentor, ‘* Boss’’ Tweed, in- 
troduced into the Senate a resolution to rescind 
the resolution adopted by the Republican Legis- 
lature of the year previous accepting in behalf 
of this State the proposed amendment. Absurd, 
ridiculous, and impossibie as it was shown to be 
in the debate that followed, to rescind the act of 
a State ina matter of this kind, Tweed never- 
theless insisted upon his resolution and rushed it 
through both houses on thesame day it was intro- 
duced. The Elmira Gazette applauded the farce 
asif it were a brilliant stroke of statesmanship, 
and for months thereafter the paper was filled 
with the most rabid abuse of the newroon whom 
the right of citizenship had been conferred. As 
Mr. Hill and the Democratic Party of the pres- 
ent day never lose au opportunity to flatter the 
negro for the purpose of capturing his vote, it 
is well to let the colored man see what they 
thought and said of him at that time, The fol- 
lowing, among many editorials of similar tone, 
was printed in the Elmira (,dzctle of that period. 
In trying to prove that the negro was not. enti- 
tled to civil rights, simply because he had 
fought in the Union Army to preserve the Gov- 
ernment, Mr. Hill said: 
“The negroes saw that everything done for the 
Northern armies was so muck work done against their 
late musters and the institution that had held them in 
bondage, and they fought. They got what they fonght 
tor. lf anybody else was benetited we have failed to hear 
of it, and we see no reason why anything else should 
be given tothe blacks thanthe freedom they earned. 
We don't know whether all of them showed them- 
selves worthy of beiog freemen. Perhaps they did. 
If they did they were entitled toevery aivantuge they 
gained by their masters’ downfall, but no more. Be- 
cause a man fights for his freedom from slavery and 
is fortunate enough through others to get it, this is 
no reason wiy the ballot or any other privileye should be 
given him.” 

Again, in a leading editorial, Mr. 
pressed himself us follows: 

“Itis an utter impossibility to reconcile the irre- 
pressible conflict between the two races, and all the 
subterfuges resorted to by the Radical leaders cannot 
eradicate the natural feelings of antipathy from the 
hearts of the masses. We believe that there are 
enough white men in this country who, believing thut 
the Government was made for their benetit, will take 
charge of itand ultimately control it for themselves 
and their posterity forever.” 

On another occasion, in one of his facetious 
moods, Mr. Hill penned the following: 

“A negro has been nominated by the Radicals in 
South Carolina for Congress, One goud effect which a 
batch of negro Cungressmen might have on that body 
would be the abolishment of u long Summer session,

.such as was held during the Summer just passed.” 


Not only was Mr. Hill opposed to negro suf- 
frage, orto “‘any other privilege” being given 
to the colored man, but he objected to doing 
honorto the white men who fought by the ne- 
gro’s side and died in deierse of the Union. 
W hile the resolution was pending in Cougress to 
make Decoration Daya legal holiday, the Ej- 
mira Gazette, under the control of D. B. Hill, 
combated the proposition in the following edi- 
torial article: 

**We deprecate the proposition by joint resolutiou 
of Congress to make the 30th of Muy forever a legal 
holiday for decoration purposes. It could pever be 
nutional, and we want no holidays in which all the peo- 
ple in all the States of the Union cannot participate. 
lts effect would be unfortunate upon the country be- 
cause it would preserve und perpetuate remembrances 
of the civil war through which we have passed, be- 
cause it keeps alive the sectional tires and animosities 
which ought to die out. because no such dwmb show 
is necessary to prove our respect for the dead.” 

In an editorial ridiculing Senator Revels. a 
mulatto who had just taken his seatin the 
United States Senate-.the seat formerly occu- 
pied by Jelf Davis—Mr. Hill expressed his ad- 
miration for the arch traitor in the following 
language: 

“He [Revels] may have read avery sensible little 
speech appealing for protection in behalf of loyal peo- 
ple irrespective of color, but asto its rising to the in- 
tellectual dignity of those splendid efurts for which 
Jeff Davis was distinguished Revels raust snow that 
the compliment ts lying and hypocritical.” 

While thus praising Jeff Davis the Gazette was 
filled day after day with the foulest abuse of 
the late Gen. Grant, then President of the 
United States. The following is a sample of 
many others of a similar character: 

“It was only a few years ago that the present Presi- 
dent of the United States converted green hides into 
plastic leather by means of the tanning process. If he 
was no better tanner than he has been President he 
could not have earned the sait necessary to season his 
probably limited supply of food. But now, by a re- 
markable freak of nature and of time the Galena tan- 
ner occupies the Executive chair of a great and grow- 
ing nation. Humantike perhaps, but especially natural 
in his case, prosperity appears to harden his heart—the 
whilom tanner resembling that illustrious stubborn- 
hearted man Pharaoh, who onceruled the Egyptians 
and Israelites,as Potiphar Grant rules the negroes and 
Caucasians of the United States, including Alaska and 
possibly San DomIngo.”’ 

On another occasion, in one of his poetical 
moods, we tind Mr. Hill grinding out the follow- 
ing ode on Grant: 

“ Grant has turned lobbyist, 
Regular old lobbyist, 
Frequenting Congressional Hall; 
He wants San Domingo, 
He’ll have it, by jingo, 
With a thousand more niggers at call.” 

But there was one man—three men, in fact— 
who always received the most tender treatment 
in the columns of Mr. Hill’s paper. It need 
hardiy be said that these men were Tweed, 
Gould, and Fisk. Nothing that either of these 
men said or did was too insignificant to pass un- 
noticed inéhe columns of the Gazette. On one 
occasion a falee report reached Elmira that 
** Boss’? Tweed was seriously illin Albany. Mr. 
Hill hastened to inform the readers of the Ga- 
zette, under the heading ot ** Alarming Illness of 
Senator Tweed,” in the following sycophantic 
language: 2 

“The Democracy of the entire State, of which Mr. 
Tweed ts so brilliant an exponent, will unite in an ear- 
nest wish for his speedy recovery, to enter again on 
duties which he ts s0 eménently qualified to fulful.” 

A contradiction of the false alarm reached 
Elmira before the Gazette went to press and was 
added to the above paragraph. but the flatter- 
ing notice already penn by bis tool was too 
good to be Jo-t and wasallowed to stand. 

Next to Tweed, the ** bosses” of ‘the Erie Rail- 





road ring, Gould and Fisk, were the theme of

unstinted praise in the columns of Hill's paper. 
In noticing the proposed construction of a new 
branch of the road from Buffalo to Niagara, of 
which Dr, Eldridge, of Elmira, a junior partner 
in the ring, was to be President, the Gazette bad 
the following: 

“It is a prime popular selection. Dr. Eldridge has 
experience in railroad matters, is energetic, a saga- 
cious financier, end in every respect well adapted to 
the situation, The enterprise marks a new era in 
Erie’s prosperity and again demonstrates the abtltty of 
Messrs. Gould and Fisk to take care of the princely 
Erie’s great interests.” 

The above will answer for one chapter of ex- 
cerpts trom the editormal record of the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor.

UR. EATON’S SUCCESSOR, 


CHARLES R. CODMAN, OF COTUIT, MASS., TO. 

BE A CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSIONER, 
- WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Some weeks ago,-: 
‘when the resignation of Mr. Dorman B. Eaton 
asa member of the United States Civil Service 
Commission had been offered, and the President 
had determined to accept it, an urgent request 
was made to Mr. Charles R. Codman, of Massa- 
chusetts, to take the post to be vacated by Mr. 
Eaton. This, at first, Mr. Codman felt com- 
Pellead to decline on account of the. im- 
portant business interests with which 
the work of Civil Service Commission- 
er would interfere, and also on account 
of certain public trusts with which he was 
charged. The desire of the President, however, 
that a man of Mr. Codman’s well known ear- 
nestness in the reform and possessed of his un- 
usual practical business capacity should be upon 
the commission induced; Mr. Codman to so far 
change his determination as to consider 
the proposition, and he came on to 
Washington from his home in Cotuit, 
Mass., and had long and full con- 
ference with the President. The result 
was that Mr. Codman, recognizing the impor- 
tance of the work, and convinced that he could 
be of special service to the President in the ar- 
duous task in which he was socourageously and 
faithfully engaged, consented to give the re- 
quest of the President favorable attention if, 
after looking over the whole ground the latter 
should decide to present it again. It is now un- 
derstood thatthe matter ia finally closed and that 
Mr. Codman will succeed Mr. Eaton next month. 
The selection is regarded with the greatest 
sitisfaction by all friends of the reform to 
whom it had been made known. Mr. Codman, 
though formerly a Republican, was an earnest 
supporter of Mr. Cleveland last year, and was 
very active and influential in the independent 
movement, and he has never been a narrow 
partisan. He is widely known and is hichly re- 
spected in Massachusetts for the purity of his 
character, his sound judgment, energy, and 
public spirit. He has been from the first deeply 
interested in the cause of civil service reform, 
und on previous occasions has been greatly 
trusted by the President, with whom he is in 
close sympathy.

LIVELY IN WILLIAMSPORT. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., Oct. 13.—A case of 
insanity brought on by religious excitement 
came to light this afternoon, when William H. 
Bastian, a filer in the Dodge Mills, tried to drive 
his fellow-workmen from the shop. Bastian for 
some time has been attending the religious 
revivals at Newberry, and for days his wife has 
noticed that he acted queer.

Yesterday morning, 
during one of his tits of depression, he tried to 
kill his wife, but she escaped from him and he 
went to work.

Sheriff 
Sprague was preparing to start for Gettysburg, 
but when he saw what the matter was he con- 
cluded tc remain at bome and watch the mad- 
man. It took eight men to recapture Bastian. 
He was at jast overpowered, dressed and chained 
to a bed so that he could not move.

| HUSBAND'S FATAL ANGER 


—_——_~> 
TERRIBLE DOUBLE TRAGEDY IN 
A NEWARK. TENEMENT, 

JOHN HOFFMAN SHOOTS HIS WIFE AND 
HIMSELF IN A QUARREL OVER THEIR. 
SON—BOTH DYING. 

“A man has just killed-himself and his 
wife!” exclaimed an excited man-who dashed 
into Police Headquarters at Newark yesterday 
afternoon. 

““Where ?” asked the Sergeant at the desk. 

**No. 10 Park-strect,’’ was all the excited in- 
dividual stopped to say. Then he dashed out 
of Headquarters and pointed at once for the 
scene of the double tragedy. Policeman Miller, 
with others of the force inan ambulance, fol- 
lowed him up. Wher they reached the house 
they found the front doors barred, and went 
around to the rear. There too they were con- 
fronted by a ‘ocked door, but they quickly 
burst itin. As they flung 1t opena dense cloud 
of powdersmoke was let out into the air. When it 
bad cleared away the policeman saw a man and 
a woman lying upon the fioor of a poorly fur- 
nished rear basement. The woman’s head rested 
on a parcel that had been placed under it. Blood 
ran in a stream from her head till it metastream 
that flowed trom the head of the man. The 
woman was only partially conscious and was 
moaning as though in great pain. The man was 
in full possession of his senses. He said that his 
name was John Hoffman, and that the woman 
who lay moaning at his side was his wife. Both 


were lifted into the ambulance and removed to 
the hospital. There no hope whatever of the 
woman's recovery, and but slight hope of her 
husband’s recovery, was heid out. 

Hoffman kept a saloon on Belleville-avenue, 
He isa man of pertaps 50 years. His wife was 
45 years of age. They had married many years 
ago, and one of the children that cemente! their 
union survives. He is a boy 10 or 11 years of age. 
The married life of the coupie was not a happy 
one. The police know Mrs. Hotfman, and they 
cannot say much in her favor. Her conduct 
was such that her husband sued her for divorce, 
and secured one: but he bad less buppiness 
after the separation than before it, and, seeking 
her out again, he made a second praposition of 
marriage to her, was a second time accepted and 
a second time married. The second marriage 
was no happier than the first, and it had net 
been solemnized many months before there was 
a second separation. Mrs. Hoffman took ber 
son with her when she went away, but some 
months ago she broke her leg in a fall, and was 
forced to spend several weeks in tiie hospital. 

Her husband took the boy to his house while 
she was suffering, and he remained there till, a 
day or two ago, he suddenly disappeared. Hoff- 
man suspected at once that he had gone back to 
his mother. He did not know her address, but a 
little inquiry brought the information that she 
was stopping temporarily at the house of a 
family named Carr, in Park-street. Between 2 
and 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon Hoffman went 
to the house to look for the boy. Mrs. Carr met 
him at the door and Jed him into the poorly 
furnished dining room. He inquired if his son 
was there. 

Mrs. Hoffman, who was in the kitchen, stepped 
into the dining room, and her husband and her- 
self hada wordy quarrel about the boy. Hoff- 
man was under the influence of liquor, and was 
unusually violent in his demeanor. Mrs. Carr 
left the couple to settle their grievances in their 
own way and withdrew from the room. Ali of 
asudden a series of pistol shots, fired in rapid 
succession, were heard. While bis wife’s back 
was turned Hoffman had drawn a nickel-piated 
pistol from his pocket and fired. The ball went 
into the back of her head and lodged at the base 
of her brain. As she turned to face her slayer 
Hoffman fired a second time, and she was struck 
in the breast. Then it is presumed Hoffman 
placed the pistol] at his own head and fired. The 
floor was eprinkled with blood, and their cloth- 
ing, as the wounded couple lay side by side, was 
crimsoned. It is thought that after they had re- 
ceived their death wounds the two engaged ina 
hand-to-hand encounter, that was only ended 
by their growing weakness. No one witnessed 
the tragedy. 

Mrs. Hoffman’s screams brought Mrs. Carr to 
her assistance. When she reached the room the 
struggle was at an end. As soon as the police 
arrived they sentfor Dr. Reed. He wentat once 
to the house. but ordered Hoffman and his wife 
to be removed to St. Nicholas Hospital without 
treating them. The woman became conscious 
later in the day, but both she and her husband 
were too weak to tell the story of the tragedy. 
Hoffman managed to whisper, however, that 
love tor the woman prompted him to the awtul 
crime. 

“JT love my wife,” he gasped to the officer who 
questioned him, “and if we can’t live together 
in this world and be happy we will live together 
in the next and be happy there.” 

There is little doubt that he sought the house 
where his wife was stopping with the precon- 
ceived design of killing her. He had armed him- 
self with a seven-barreled revolver that he was 
never known before to carry, and an examina- 
tion of it after the shooting showed tbat every 
chamber had been emptied.

SWINDLING A FRIEND. 


ANOTHER SON OF ADMIRAL COOPER STOOPS 
TO CRIME 

For swindling a friend out of $12,000 
another son of Admiral Cooper is now being 
anxiously looked for. Thestory of the swindle 
came up yesterday in the Kings County Su- 
preme Court. Affidavitssubmitted by Mr. A. H. 
Van Sinderen, a young lawyer, who lives at No. 
178 Columbia Heights, Brooklyn, tell this story 
of the swindle: Mr. Van Sinderen has for years 
been intimately acquainted with William H. 
Cooper, an engineer, machinist, and metallurgist, 
who had an office at No. 62 William-street, New- 
York. Last July Cooper sent for his friend and 
told him that he had just been awarded a con- 
tract by the United States Fish Commission to 
furnish cight pumping engines for $36,000, and 
that he had made a subcontract with the David- 
son Pump Company, ot Brooklyn, to do the 
work for $30,000, Jeaving him a clear profit of 
$6,000. In order to obtain the contract, how- 
ever, Cooper said that it was necessary for him 
to deposit with the commission a certified check 
for $24,000. Cooper said that he only had $12,000, 
and if Van Sinderen would lend him the other 
$12,000 he would give him $1,800 of the profit as 
his share of the principal and bonus to be paid 
about Oct, 1. 

Cooper showed his friend the contract, dated 
in Washington, June 29, 1885, and signed by ** W 
4. Bailley, Engineer in Chief, Fish Commission, 
United States Government,” and another con- 
tract with the Davidson Company to substanti- 
ate his statements. Van Sinderen became con- 
vinced that everything was all right and that he 
had stumbied upon an easy way of making 
money and loaned the $12,000, receiving Cooper’s 
promissory note for $13,800, payable at the Gal- 
latin National Bank. Between this time and 
Aug. 15 Van Sinderen received various vouchers 
showing that the $24,000 had been deposited and 
that the contract was going on all right. On 
Sept. 2 Cooper paid him $300 on accountof profit. 
On Sept. 30 Van Sinderen was dumfounded when 
he received by mail a letter from Cooper stating 
that the papers he held were bogus, and 
that he (Cooper) had been swindled by a man 
named Stone. Cooper-wrote that he was about 
to leavethe country and would return in six 
months and no Van Sinderen. 

Having received this letter, Mr. Van Sinderen 
began making inquiries, and, he says, found that 
the contracts both from the Government and 
fromthe pump company were forgeries, and 
that Cooper never had anything to do with 
them. Cooper has not been seen since Sept. 25, 
when he left the Clarendon Hotel, Broolyn,, 
where he lived. It is supposed that he has gone 
abroad. Cooper*’s brother, George H., was re- 
cently arrested for stealing some small articles’ 
from a friend.

DRIVING WIND AND RAIN 


THE STORM.WHICHSWEPT ACROSS: 
THE 'CIfTY YESTERDAY. 

2.4 GREAT DEAL:OF DISCOMFORT, BUT LITTLE 
DAMAGE DONE—THE STORM AT CONEY 
ISLAND AND ROCKAWAY. 

The young;astronomer who devotes his 
-everings'to-silent contemplation of the heavens. 
from his house on the: roof of the Equitable 
Building was.awakenedfrom his. slumbers at an. 
early hour yesterday morning by the gentie 
prattle outside his windows of a playful storm, 
unfortunately afflicted, however, with very de- 
cided cyclonic symptoms, which it had contract- 
ed during a brief sojourn in the Gulf of Mexico 
on Saturday last. From that watery birth-- 
place the storm traveled in a northeaster- 
ly direction, growing very rapidly, until 
it struck the Atlantic Ocean off the upper coast 
of Floriaa. Onthe way past the Carolinas.and 
Cave Hatteras it lashed itself into a’ fury, but 
’when it struck New-Jersey‘its force was nearly 
spent. Here, however,a cyclone from the lake 
regions joined it, and together the two madea 
triumphant entry into New-York. With them 
came a great quantity of rain, which fell unceas- 
ingly until noon yesterday. After that it 
seemed to decrease somewhat, but any one 
venturing out without an umbrella found it 
was just as wet. and justas penetrating. Those 
who did carry umbrellas discovered in them 


strong tendencies to present their inner surfaces 
to the storm. Board signs and weathercocks de- 
serted their posts in the most ignominious man- 
ner. At3o’clock P. M. 1.57 inches of water had 
tallen since 4 0’clock in the morning. An hour 
later the rain.ceased. 

The wind, which at mignight on Monday 
crept over 6 miles of space an hour, was, at 
sunrise, blowing at the rate of 20 miles an hour, 
and at 10:30 o’clock had increased to 35 miles in 
the city. At Sandy Hook 55 milesan hour was 
reached, and a fog so dense hung over the 
ocean that no vessels attempted to approach 
the coast. In this city the telegraph and 
telephone wires suffered trom entanglement. The 
business of the Western Union and Baltimore: 
and Ohio Companies was greatly delayed 
throughout the country. The New-Orleans and. 
Chicago wires were affected as early as noon on 
Monday, and at 6 o’clock last night the business 
was about two hours behind time. Both the 
East and North River experienced an-unusually: 
high tide, occasioned by the strong east wind. 
that prevailed, but no damage was done along 
either West or South street. 

The storm caused more or less delay to all the 
outgoing Sound steamers, particularly the 
freight boats that left this city late on Monday 
night. The John H. Starin left her dock at 
Cortlandt-street at 9 o'clock, with her decks 
loaded down with treight. She should have been 
moored to her dock in New-Haven before day- 
light yesterday morning, but she failed to get 
there. When evening came and she was more 
than 12 hours overdue the New-Hayven agents 
,of the company communicated with the 
-oficers in this city, and the telegraph 
was used to tind trace ot the missing 
steamer, but in vain. The night watchman and 
billing clerk were keeping each other company 
ronthe Cortlandt-street pler last night waiting, 
‘for some tidings from the missing boat. Their 
patience was rewarded at midnight. The Starin 
was a good, seaworthy siae-wheel boat, they’ 
said, and her owners felt. pretty confident that 
she would turn up all right. The storm was so’ 
‘Severe that it was more than hkely that she! 
-had run fora safe harbor until it was all over., 
Stillthey admitted the delay was an unusually 
long one for so short a trip. No passengers 
‘were on board, The C. H. Northam, another 
New-Haven steamer, yesterday afternoon re- 
ported a fleet of storm-bound vessels in Hunt- 
ington Bay, on the Long Island shore. It was 
believed that the Starin was among them, pos- 
sibly with damaged machinery. 

The Sound steamers bound for New-York had 
the wind with them, and made good time de-. 
spite a very roughsea. The Erastus Corning, 
another boat of the Starin Line, left her dock in 
New-Haven at 10:20 Monday night, and arrived: 
here at 5 o’clock yesterday morning. She left 
again at 9 o’clock last night. 

The tide at Flood Rock yesterday according to 
old river boatmen was higher than for nine or 
ten years. It swept through Hell Gate with 
tremendous force, and at its heignt carried' 
away the remains of the old dock just below the 
Gridiron. ‘The river was immediately filled 
with river pirates who lie in wait for the drift 
wood, It was nb ae that the remaining 
shaft wreck would go also, but it still detied 
storm and tide 

In the upper wards of Brooklyn, around Pros- 
pect Park, and on the neighboring hills the rain 
fell in torrents, the fierce wind blowing it in all 
directions. Here the wind reached a velocity of 
40 miles an hour. On severalof the many new 
houses going- upin this vicinity mortar pens and 
‘loose bricks and woodwork were sent flying in, 
all directions. A partly finished frame house at 
Central-avenue and Harman-street was blown, 
down and completely wrecked. It was owned 
Pe Cascoine, who estimates his loss at: 
$1,000, 

The heavy rain and wind storm raised very 
high tides in the Hudson. At Peekskill the 
steamboat dock was submerged, and at Sing 
Sing Wheeler’s dock was under water ‘most of 
_the day. No damage of any importance was re- 
ported along the river tront. 

The storm passed over Long Isiand with un-, 
usual severity. The wind blew a hurricane, and' 
the rain fellin torrents. ‘frees were uprooted, 
and in Suffolk County afew ancient barns were: 
completely demolished. 

The wind blew a gale all the morning at Coney 
Island, and when the rising tide began to reach’ 
into the meadows between Manhattan and 
Brigbton Beaches, wise looking men in tarpau- 
lins and rubber boots predicted that some of the 
Dlank walks would be missing before noon. At 
about il o'clock the big waves beran to pound 
very close tothe front of tne Brighton Hotel, 
and half an hour later the band stand gave 
a lurch that threatened to land it 
on its turtle shell back in the sea. 

Beyond a slight rocking at the outset of un- 
usually big waves, however, the band stand 
stood firm. Inxatew minutes the plank walk at 
the edge of the piazza broke up and went voyag- 
, ing out to sea, The stretch of moorland between 
Brighton and West brighton was an angry swirl 
ot white capped water. Loose timbers and odd 
lengths of sidewalk floated about on it like: 
wreckage washed up from the Gulf currents. 
The asphaltum concourse in front of the Ocean 
Hotel was ground up like mortarand distributed 
alongthe beach. Wagon loads ef earth were 
caught up from the plazain front of the Brigh- 
ton Hotel and carried seaward. The flower gar- 
den was wrecked and the trees torn up by the 
roots. Foran hourthe end of the new ocean 
pier at West Brighton was buried in foam and 
spray, but it weathered the storm without so 
much as the displacemerntofarivet. The tide 
rose as highas Paul Bauer’s Casino, but did no 
damage. 

At Manhattan Beach a few supports were 
knocked trom under the plank walk and some 
of the railing was carried away. The Marine 
Railway escaped with but little damage. At 
Sheepshead ay several small yachts were 
swamped and buildings near the water were 
flooded. Little damage, however, was done. 
The low ground between Sheepshead Bay Sta- 
tion and Brighton was covered with muddy 
water to the depth of about two feet. 

Late in the afternoon tho wind went down. 
‘Owing to the abatement of the storm no danger 
was feared from the high tide expected at mid- 
night. To provide against accident, however, 
workmen spent the afternoonin propping up 
sidewalks, small buildings, and in securing loose 
articles that were in any danger of being washed 
away. 

The high tide at Rockaway Beach carried 
away portions of the plank walks in front of 
_Meyers’s, Hoffman's, and Harper & Stumpt's 
hotels. The fishing stations in Jafhaica May lost 
plank walks and other movable property. At 
Broad Channel the tide was nearly ona level 
with the top of the trestle of the New-York, 
Woodhaven and Rockaway Railroad. 


Nyack, N. Y., Oct. 13.—The oldest in- 
‘habitant here does not recollect a more severe 
‘storm than has been raging to-day. In fthe vil- 
lage shutters were torn from houses by the gale 
aud considerable other damage was done. Along 
the shore, however, the storm was most violent 
-and destructive. Every dock fora distance ot 
five miles was damaged to some extent, The 
principal steamboat dock was flooded, and the 
waves beat so high thatthe ferryboat running 


obliged to remain on the other side of the river 
since this morning, being unable to land at the 
dock here without danger of being wrecked. 
Communication between the two shores has been 
entirely cut off to-day, to the inconvenience of 
many persons. A handsome and costly steam 
yacht, owned by T. B. Crippens, was sunk, and 
numerous small craft have disappeared. As far 
as the eye could reach the usually calm Tappan 
Bay bas been transformed this afternoon intoa 
.raging sea, whose heavy swells threatened de- 
- struction to every form of vessel found floating 
on its surface, 


BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 13.—The storm of 
last night was quite destructive in this city and 
neighborhood. A number of fine ornamental 
trees on the streets were uprooted, and a num- 
ber of new buildings in process of construction 
were damaged. A portion of the bridge over 
the northwest branch of the Patapsco, connect- 
ing this city with Anne Arundel County, was 
biown away, and a larze sea lion on the city siae 
escaped, its pen having been destroyed. The 
/ creature was seen this morning going down Ches- 
‘apeake Bay. 


Lone Branonu, N. J., Oct. 18.—The sea 
along this section of the coast has run very hich 
all day, and has badly washed the beach in some 
places. The coal-laden schooner A. McLee, 
which sprung a leak yesterday while being 
towed to New-York and sank five miles 
off the Highlands of Navesink, has been broken 
up by the heavy seas. Most of her deck anda 
portion of her rigging came ashore near Sea- 
bright to-day. A bad washout occurred near 
“Seaside Park, on the Philadelphia and Long 
Branch Division of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
completely Leer my © travel between Long 
Branch and Seaside Park. The trains of that 
division reached Long Branch by way of Hights- 
town, Freehold, and Manasquan. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., Oct. 18.—This town 
was visited by a territic windstorm this morn- 
ing.

HOW THE SOUTH PENNSYLVANIA 
ROAD WAS .SOLD. 
J. PIERPONT MORGAN -EXPLAINS HOW THE 
SUBSCRIBERS DISPOSED OF THEIR IN- 
TEREST AND HE BECAME THEIR AGENT. 


The great lights of the Philadelphia Bar 
came over from that cityiyesterday morning and 


one after another filed’ into the handsome-offices» 


of Bangs & Stetson,.and, after seating them-- 
selves, began to pass uncomplimentary remarks 
upon New-York weather. The cause of the gath- 

ering of the legal luminaries was the anticipated 
examination of William H. Vanderbilt and his 
agent, J. Pierpont Morgan, concerning the nego- 

tiations resulting in the sale of the South Penn- 

Sylvania Bailroad to the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

Mr. Vanderbilt did not appear. Among the law-

THE LOUISVILLE SOUTHERN. 
CHARGES OF CONSPIRACY TO SECURE 
LARGE SUBSIDY. 

LovIsvitxzeE, Ky., Oct. 13.—Railroad and 
political circles in Louisville have been greatly 
excited to-day over’ the discovery and publica- 
tion of the details of an alleged schome arranged 
between-the Louisville Southern Railroad Com- 
pany and the Mayor and certain members of the 
Council to give that railroad a subsidy of $1,000,- 
000 toward the building-of the line without sub- 
mitting the question to a popular vote. The

‘conspiracy, according to the published charges, 


is.to rush an oréinance through the Council 
at its meeting next Thursday night, subscribing 
the sum mentioned. The ordinance, it is said, 
is already prepared, and it is charged that the 
bonds have been prepared and are ready for the 
Mayor’s signature. The friends of the new 
road claim that according to the road’s special 
charter the bonds can be legally indorsed by the 


‘Mayor without submitting the proposition to 


a popular vote, and that under the same theory 
the necessary publication of the ordinance need 


‘not be made, but that it will come into force’ 
‘the moment it is signed by the Mayor. 


It is. 
proposed that the city shall take stock in the, 
road at par for indorsing the construction, 
bonds. It is charged also that members of the 
Council have been bribed by complimentary is- 
sues of stock and that other persons of influ- 
ence have been secured in the same way. 

The Louisville Southern Railway was project- 
ed several years ago by Col. Bennett H. Young 
and others, and was on the voint of building 
when a traffic arrangement between the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and the Cincinnati Southern 
suddenly put an end to it, as the new road could 
obtain no southern connection. Ten days ago 
Mayor Reed went to New-York, and sold 4,500 
shares of stock in the Louisville and Nashville 
ata low rate, and it is now claimed that this was 
part of the scheme to get possession of the 
money, put itin the sinking fund, and then re- 
invest inthe road. The announcement of tho 
formation of a construction company to build 
the road, the officers of which are figure- 
heads and simply allow the use of their names, 
is another mysterious sign that adds fuel to the. 
intense excitement that has reigned all day. 
The Evening Post of to-day says: * We submit 
that the project isthe boldest and most shame- 
less that has ever been attempted in the history 
of the city. Stock in the enterprise has been. 
peddled about the streets; every venal wretch 
whose influence was considered of value has 
been bribed. The boodle is parceled out. Only 
the seal and sign manual of the city are now 
necessary to impart valueto itand to put money 
in the purse of the gang who have so industri- 
ously and clandestinely conceived and consum- 
mated the conspiracy.”’

THREE IMPORTANT CASES. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The Supreme 


‘Court of the United States to-day began henring 


arguments upon the ** Mississippi Railroad Com- 
mussioners cases.”’ These are three in number, 
having points of difference, but similar in their 
main features, and they are being argued to- 
gether. They involve a decision upon the right 
of a State to fix tariff rates, prescribe localities 
for depots, and make other regulations for rail- 
roads which are built and operated under char- 
ters of other States or of the United States. In 
1884 the Mississippi Legislature passed a Railroad 
Commission bill providing forthe appointment 
of a board of Commissioners authorized and 
required to fix tariff rates for railroads lying in 
and passing through the State, and to ex- 
ercise certain other functions in the manage- 
ment of the Jines, and empowered the commis- 
sion to demand, under penalties for non-com- 
phance, such information from the roads as 
might be found desirable in the performance of 
duties. The commission took steps to carry out 
the law, giving the roads notice of the fact; 
whereupon the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, as Trustees of the Mobile and Ohio Road; 
the Illinois Central, and the New-Orleans and 
Northeastern each attacked the Jaw in the Fed- 
eral courts, holding it to be unconstitutional, 
ana secured an injunction restraining the Com- 
missioners from carrying the State law into 
effect. The question comes before the Supreme 
Court upon appeal from the decision of the 
court below.

A NEW STATION FOR CHICAGO. 

CuicaGco, Oct. 13.—The railroad com- 
panies occupying the present passenger station 
at the footfof Lake-street, in this city, have 
finally agreed upon plans for a new station to be 
erected upon the site of the present one next 
year. The new building will be somewhat wider 
and longer than the present one, and will be as 
large as any inthecity. Work upon it will be 
commenced next Spring, and the station will be 
finished by early Fall. It will be built of brick 
and stone, and will cost from $175,000 to $200,000, 
The building, like the present one, will be used 
by the Michigan Central and Illinois Central 
Companies.

THE MOHICAN’S FIRST CRUISE. 
ae 
SENT OFF WITH UNTRIED ENGINES WHICH 
MADE A DEAL OF TROUBLE. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—A report.has been 
received at the Navy Department from Com- 
mander B. F. Day,. commanding the new ship 
Mohican, built at the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
describing the performances-of that vessel upon 
her first cruise. She left the,gyard on June 27 
with steam on six boilers,.and»whenin San Fran- 
cisco Bay, running about 50 turns,.she broke an 
eccentric strap, This wascaused by too tighta 
fit in the valve. A spare strap was fitted and the 


ship proceeded steaming with six boilers. The 
wind was light ahead and the sea moderate. Tne 
‘best speed made was eight knots, from which 
she gradually ran down to four knots ati 
o’clock the next morning, when the engines 
were stopped on account of the heating of the 
pressure crank pin. Agreat deal of trouble; 
was experienced during the night with the feed 
and bilge pumps. The ship was kept under sail 

‘until July 12. She steered remarkably well. The 
best sailing was at the rate of 9.2. knots, for four 
hours in succession. 

On July 12 steam was started on four boilers, - 
when she made from five to six knots. The feed 
pumps continued to work badly, making it nec- 
essary to use donkey pumps, and the water: 
valves, water gauges, and bilge pumps gave 
further trouble. During a stay of one week at 
Pichilingue the engineer force was constantly 
employed repairing engines. On the trip to 
Acapulco the engines had to be stopped to re- 
pair water vaives. On getting into the warm 
water and weather off the Mexican coast the 
temperature of the fire roomin the torward end 
ran up to 150°; behind cylinders in engine room, 
135°, and coal bunkers, 100°. On account of the 
bad ventilation Commander Day had certain 
bulkheads removed, making a difference of 40° 
in the temperature of the fire room. Several 
further stops were made for repairs on the voy- 
age between Acapulco and Corinto. ‘* The en- 
sines,*says Commander Day, “*seem to have 
been indifferently finished, and they were given 
no trial worthy of the name before the ship was 
sent off on her cruise. I think, however, that 
the faults will be remedied toa great extent 
by the force on board. and that a further im- 
provement of speed will follow after the firemen 
have had more practice and become more expert 
in keeping steam. She will probably be able to 
make 180 miles per day: on.a consumption of not» 
over 14 tons of coal with four boilers.”

INTRUDERS: ON INDIAN LANDS. 
WaAsHIneTOoN, Oct.13.—Chief Bushyhead,- 
of the Cherokee Nation, accompanied by ex-: 
Representative Phillips, of Kansas, called upon’ 
Secretary Lamar:to-day, aud had an extended 
interview in regard to the unwarrantable _in- 
trusion of white settlers upon'the Cherokce 
lands in the Indian Territory. Although the 


Indians under their treaties have the power to 
determine the status of citizens of the nation, 
yet the department is charged with the duty of 
ejecting intruders, and in the _ exercise 
of that duty has assumed the right of de- 
termining who are and who are not in- 
truders. Chief Bushyhead says there aro a num- 
ber of persons residing in the Territory who are 
there under tribal permits, and those persons he. 
‘does not wish to disturb. But there wre also: 
many white persons who claim to be citizens of 
‘the Nation and have taken up choice lands who 
are not entitled to the rights of citizenship and’ 
should be ejected. ‘The Chief intends to have 
another interview with the Secretary in regard 
to the Cherokee leased lands. Thotribe has: 
leased about 6,000,000 acres of land to cattlemen,, 
from which they receive an annual income of: 
$100,000. The Indians are satistied with the 
present arrangement, and Chief Bushyhead 
wishes to impress upon the Secretary the ad- 
visability of allowing these cattlemen to remain 
in possession of the Jands.

ot HE WITHDRAWS. FROM THE WEST: 


ERN UNION DIRECTORY. 

BIS *RESIGNATION RELUCTANTLY ACCEPTE) 
AFTER DELAY—HOW IT WAS HOPED HE 
COULD BE USED. 

Mr. John Pender, the English capitalist 
Swho: three -yeurs ago was imported into the 
Western Union Telegraph Directory because he 
hada respectable name, has concluded that he 
wants to keep that respectable name and re- 
signed. Six weeks ago Mr. Pender sent his res- 
ignation to the Western Union Company. One 
or more meetings of the Directors were held and 
no action was taken upon the resignation; per- 
suasive methods of various sorts were tried to 
overcome Mr. Pender’s determination. All the 
influences at Jay Gould’s command were used to 
tempt him into a reconsideration of his resolu- 
tion to sever all his connections with the West- 
ern Union, but Mr. John Pender was resolute. 
He not only declinea to recali his letter of resig- 
nation, but toshow more emphatically that he 
had not acted unadvisedly and was not in a hu- 
mor to back down, he asked a friend to call at 
the Western Union office and insist on immedi- 


ate action upon his resignation. This chosen 
triend was Congressman Abram 38. Hewitt, one 
of Mr. Pender’s intimates. ‘‘l am authorized 
and directed,” he said to President Green, upon 
whom he called on Monday, “to ask that Mr. 
Pender’s resignation be forthwith presented, 
and not only presented, but accepted.” Then 
Dr. Green acted. At a meeting held yesterday 
Mr. Pender’s demand was acceded to. 

Though Mr. Pender was elected to the West- 
ern Union Directory three years ago with his 
business associate, Henry Weaver, the London 
Managing Director of the Anglo-American 
Cable Company, he has never attended a meet- 
ing of the company. Anotiier Director of the 
Western Union said yesterday that Mr. Pender 
had orignally entered the Directory against his 
will,and up tothe last minute before he con- 
sented to join it there seemed little hope of his 
comingin. But just then Gould and Field were 
agitated by ambitions to have their stock listed 
on the London Stock Exchange, and the name 
of John Pender was counted upon to help that 
much desired scheme along. But John Pender 
did not make them happy. As Dr. Green eupho- 
nistically expressed it yesterday, the London 
Stock Exchange found it unadvisable to list 
Western Union “for technical reasons.” 

An amusing story was told yesterday by one 
of Jay Gould’s friends. The rules of the Lon. 
don Steck Exchange provide that no stock shall 
be listed there that is not beld and deait in in 
London. Western Union did not fill this bill, 
but three or four pools were formed to buy a 
big block of the stock here and take it over to 

_the other side to overcome this difficulty. Mr. 
Pender and his following applied to Jay Gould 
to sell them 50,000 shares. But Mr. Gould was 
holding Western Union for “‘ investment pur- 
poses-only,”’ and he could not bring his sensitive 
soul to the point where he would be willing tc 
give upso largeashare of his beloved Westerr 
Union. But, just as a favor, he wou!d let his 
dear friend Pender have 10,000 shares, and then 
he would go into the market and buy for him 

.40,000 other shares at the very lowest price pos- 
sible. Herethe stubborn British spirit of Mr. 
Pender showed itself. He not only would not 
take the offered 10,000 shares, but he declined to 
let Mr, Gould hurry over to the Stock Exchange 
and fill a contract for the 40,000 there. Mr. Gould 
did not make a cent out of Mr. Pender, and Mr. 
Pender did not get Mr. Gould’s stock on the lists 
of the London Stock Exchange. 

Mr. John Pender, however, was willing to re- 
main a while longer in the Western Union Di- 
rectory, and doubtless he would have been re- 
elected at the annual meeting to-day but for the 
recent antics of Mr. Jay Gould’s side partner, 
Mr. Cyrus W. Field, in regard to Mr. Garrett, of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Company, a friend of 
Mr. Pender. The public bears well in mind how 
certain business affairs between them to which 
Cyrus Field happened tv some extent to be 
privy were duly spread before them in a more 
or less mangied fashion by the same Cyrus. 
Practically, Mr. Pender summed up his opinion 
of certain conduct in this matter as unfair and 
disgusting—something from which he must dis- 
connect himself for common honesty’s sake, 
Mr. Cyrus Field was struck by the description, 
thought he recognized a familiar likeness, and 
rushed in pell mell to defend himself, though no 
names had been called. Mr. Pender sent over 
word to New-York that he could not hobnob 
with distinguished gentlemen of this sloppy sort; 
and then began a series of diplomatic moves 
upon Gouid’s part to quiet Cyrus and hold the 

good-willot Mr. Pender. The result was the 
written resignation of over a month ago, insist- 
ed upon acouple of days ago by a verbal de- 
mand, through Mr. Pender’s friend, Congress- 
man Hewitt. 

President Green said yesterday that at to-day’s 
meeting Col. R. C. Clowry, who for some years has 
been General Superintendent of the company at 
Chicago, would be elected a Director and made 
a Vice-President. Dr. Green did not know 
whether Mr. Weaver, Mr. Pender'’s English asso- 
ciate, would consent to a re-election or not.

ERROR IN THE LOCATION OF 
TOLLNER’S HOUSES. 
A verdict was rendered yesterday in a 
jpeculiar' case which was tried in the Superior 
.Court before Judge Frecdman andajury. Am- 
-erman & Ford, a firm of city surveyors, were 
sued by Charles Tollner, a real estate owner, for 
having, as was alleged in the complaint, made 1 
Mistake in staking out a plotof ground for 
building purposes.

They went to work and staked 
out a plot 455 feet west of First-avenue, and 
Tollner proceeded to fillinthe lotand to build 
one of ie houses, intending to leave space for 
one more house on one side of it and fortwo on 
the other side. 

After he had nearly completed his house Mr, 
Tollner discovered that the boundary should 
have been marked out 445 feet from the avenue, 
conseqpentiy he had only 10 feet left on one side 
of his house and his building plans were spoiled. 
He brought suit for $3,500 damages against the 
surveyors, Claiming that they had not followed 
the diagram givento them. They declared that 
they had followed the diagram, and that it called 
for 455 and not 445 feet. They proved that they 
had given Mr. Toliner’s lawyer a map showing 
that they had staked out 455 teet, and that the 
map had been accepted and paid for. A verdict 
wus given for the defendants. George W. 
Galinger and Thomas H. Cook appeared tor the 
plaintiff and Carlisle Norwood, Jr., for the de- 
fendauts. 


THE CHARLES 
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KILLED WITHOUT WARNING. 
Macon, Ga. Oct. 13.—Mr. George W. 
Hunter, of Echols County, was shot from his 
horse Saturday by parties in ambush. Hunter 
had been out gathering hogs with two other 
men. He rode a horse and they had a horse and 
cart. The cart had been filled with hogs and 
the party were crossing Tom’s Creek with them. 
“One of the party was astride the horse attached 
to the cart, the other rode on the cart, and 
Hunterrode horseback in the rear. When they 
‘reached the middie of the swamp the report ofa 
gun startled the men, and Hunter was seen to 
fall from hishorse. The affrighted horses were 
made frantic when the second shot was fired. 
When the swamp was cleared the horse was cut 
loose from the wagon. One of the men mounted 
him and the other rode the riderless steed. They 
galloped to Huckleberry Station. A crowd re- 
turned tothe scene. Hunter was tound dead in 
the road. A year ago Hunter quarreled with 
Tipp Padgett, his father-in-law. Padgett went 
to Hunter’s house and was killed by Hunter. It 
ig believed in Echols that some of Padgett’s 
‘relatives avenged his death in this manner. 


CANADIANS! OPPOSED TO FEDERATION. 

Victoria, British Columbia, Oct. 13.—At 
a banquet to the Marquis of Lansdowne, which 
occurred last evening, the Governor-General 
delivered.a long address, one of the most notice- 
able features of which was the reference to im- 
perial federation. Great Britain’s feelings toward 


her colonies, he said, had occupied three posi- 
tions: First, of grasping selfishness, which 
ended in the loss of the American colonies; 
next came a period of indifference, while the 
last is one of a strong desire for a closer union— 
for federation. The Governor-General favored 
acontinuance of the present relations rather 
than federation.

SOME NEEDED REFORMS. 
LAWSON N. FULLER AFTER GOATS 
DRAWBRIDGES. 

Mr. Lawson N. Fuller took a drive last 
Baturday, armed with his usual powers of ob- 
servation and fully determined to probe the 
jJandscape in his accustomed manner, with the 
view of discovering flaws which might interfere 
with the weal of the community. The first ap- 
plication of his mental lancet was successful. It 
tevealed goats of all ages and sizes careering in 
a maddening spirit of recklessness over the 
metropolitan thoroughfares. Mr. Fuller suc- 
cumbed to the grievance. The pleasure of his 
@rive was spoiled. “Only think of it!” he said 
yesterday. ‘‘In my course down the Boulevard 
from One Hundred and Forty-tifth-street, 
through One Hundred and Twenty-second- 
street into the Riverside Drive, downthe River- 
side Drive to One Hundred and Tenth-street, 
through One Hundred and Tenth-street into 
Central Park at Seventh-avenue, down the east- 
ern side of Central Park into Fifth-avenue, and 

ast through Ninetieth-stregt to Fourth-avenue, 

counted 81 goats—s1 goats.” 

Mr. Lawson N. Fulier paused to recover the 
breath which be had expended, and resumed: 
“It seems that these goats on all public occa- 
gions turn out in force, notwithstanding the 
Yact that there was au ordinance passed at 
the time that the late William F. Have- 
meyer was Mayor rigid against 
the indiscriminate wandering of goats In 
our streets against a similar action 
on the part of cows. Still,’ continued Mr. 
Fuller, “the goats are allowed to run at large 
in our highways and parks. Only a few morn- 
angs since 1 counted tive goats in the Northern 
and Central Parks, east of the Cancer Hospital. 
Jt has aiways beep a great mystery to me how 
the goats getinto the parks. Isaw at Seventy- 
second-strect a few afternoons since that while 
a policeman was gallantly entertaining a hand- 
ful of nurses some goats took advautage of the 
circumstance and siipped in behind hun. Now, 
we have no objection at all to policemen payiny 
all proper respect to pretty nurses in Central 
Park, but we do want them to be careful that 
the goats take no advantage of their weakuess. 
They should not be allowed to step in and 
girdle the trees during the entertainment. 

“We call upon the metropolitan police? we 
call upon the park police; we cali upon the Riv- 
erside police, to take the sv goats to the pound as 
the | law requires,” said Mr. Fuier tragicall 

“just as they take cows that are found in the 
street. On Saturday I sawa policeman—and a 
mounted policeman at that—driving a cow, pre- 
sumably to the pound. He was passing biindly 
right by some goats on the sidewalk and in the 
street. Now, why should the goats be left and 
the cows be taken’ That is the question. One 

goat will do more dumage in one afternoon than 

0 cows willdoina week. Makearule of three 

calculation of that if you please. Ove goat is a 
yrreater public nuisance in many respects 
in the street than almost any number 
of cows, They will even go up to a clothes 
line and pull the clothes oif it. ‘They lunch per- 
sistently upon stationary carriages. In «a word, 
there is great indignation felt at the upper end 
of the isiand that these poets are allowed to run 
at Jarge. Is it because the policemen are so 
pvertaxed at the upper end of Manbattaun that 
ihey cannot rid the public highway of goats ? 
At the time the. ordinance was passed the law was 
rigidly enforced. Why should that not be the 
case now? There never have been as many 
goats at large as at the present time. Some- 
thing must be done. We will bide our time 
tiently.”’ 

Mr. Fuller had yet another born of 
his Saturday drive. ‘“‘ he rapid increase in 
population at the upper end of the island and 
over the Harlem River,” he said, ** will necessi- 
tate some other accommod ation than Graw- 
bridges tor the driving public. Second-avenue, 
se pthc Fourth-ayenuc, M udison-avenue, 
Macomb’s Dam Bridge, and Northern Kailroad 
give usatotal of six drawbridges to One Hun- 
dred und FPifty-fitth-street. or every scow, 
schooner, sloop, or any craft that passes up the 
river to High Bridge these six bridges have to 
be swung off. On Saturday there was a perfect 
jam at One Hundred and Twenty-ninth-street 
end Harlem River. I made three attempts 
to get over the bridge, and twice cume 
Within one carriage of getting across, when 
the drawbridge was swung off. At great 
personal risk, as well asa loss of my reputation 
for equanimity, | was turned back three times. 
At the fourth attempt I got across, just as the 
drawbridge was swung off again. In returning 
Iwent up to Madison-Avenue Bridge, hoping 
that I shouid not be detained there. Justas I 
reached it, with one car between meand the 
drawer, it Was swung off for the very same ig- 
nominicus little scow that detained me at Third- 

avenue. Now, with the rapid increase of popula- 
tion and the enormous travel in the near future 
that must go over into the annexed district, 
there sbould be one avenue—by gracious !—that 
wecanrely upon. That should be Scventh-ave- 
nue, where Macomb’s Dam Bridge is ubout to 
tumble down. Immediate measures should be 
taken to wunnel the river there, that being the 
principal avenue for driving le adit ig ito Cen- 
tral-avenue over to Jerome and’ Fleetwood 
Parks. The time isnot far distant when this 
thing must be done.” And Mr. Fuller looked as 
though he w ould like to be the man to do it.

MAUD WATSON’S SUTI 
FFORT TO OBTAIN AN INTEREST 
YIFTH-AVENUE PROPERTY. 
Maud Watson testified yesterday 
to recover from Campbell & Phyfe 
an interest of one-fifth in the premises in Fifth- 
avenue and Fifty-eighth and Fifty-ninth streets, 
now held by them, and which belonged to* the 
estate of grandfather, John Anderson, 
who, she says, died without having made a valid 
will. She said that she never received a citation 
to attend the probate proceedings on her grand- 
father’s will. While attending her mother’s 
funeral she saw ap attorney hand two papers to 
her father.

the compiaint on the ground that Messrs. Camp- 
bell & Phyfe bought the premises in good faita, 
without notice of defects in the probate pro- 
ceedings, if there were any, the proceedings 
being apparentiy regular. 

Mr. Joseph Auerbach argued that the Surro- 
gate’s decree was only presumptive evidence of 
title, and that the presumption could be over- 
come by testimony at any time within 20 years.

‘CLEVELAND'S nomination because they 
Ibelieved him able and determined to 
warry out the work of civil service re- 
‘form. The-nomination must be regarded 
as decisive proof of the President’s con- 
tinued fidelity to the reform, which some 
of his party organs affect to discredit, 
‘for Mr. CopMan would not think of ac- 
‘cepting the position if there were the 
shadow of adoubt as tothe determination 
of the President or as to cordial sympa- 
thy between them regarding the princi- 
ple of the reform. The serious sacrifice

Printed circulars emanating from Dem- 
vocratic sources in this city are being in- 
dustriously sent to clergymen in the small 
towns and villages throughout the State.

The Health Board of Buffalo will re- 
quest Gov. Hut to ask the National Gov- 
ernment for sanitary inspectors to serve 
on the Canadian border in order that per- 
sons suffering with the smallpox may not 
be allowed to cross the line in railroad 
trains. The authorities of Buffalo can- 
not fairly be required to do all the 
work of this kind that ought to be done 
for the protection of the people of the 
State. But the State ought to be able to 
guard its border without going to Wash- 
ington for help. The State Board of 
Health might have furnished the needed 
inspectors if the Governor had not vetoed 
the small appropriation that had been 
voted for work of thiskind. Will he now 
ask the National Government to do what 
the State Board desired to do and cannot 
do for lack of a few thousand dollars 
which the Legislature tried to provide for 
its use? It is very plain that the work 
should be done under some competent 
authority. 











The ticket-selling and ticket-collecting 
machinery of the Brooklyn Bridge might 
by a few simple changes be converted into 
2zmuch more effective obstruction to public 
travel. We are surprised that the man- 
agement should neglect so inviting an op- 
portunity for the display of its peculiar 
genius, 











Health Officer Smith has not yet found 
it convenient to furnish the Quarantine 
Commissioners with the information re- 
quested by them relating to methods of 
rag disinfection. The merchants who pe- 
titioned for relief are told meanwhile that 
nothing can be done by the Commission- 
ers until Dr. SmiTH is heard from. There 
is a growing impression among the mer- 
chants that Dr. SMITH does not mean to 
be heard from if he can help it. The rag- 
disinfecting monopoly still holds sway, 
and under the protecting influence of the 
Health Officer exacts its exorbitant fees 
from the importers. A telegram from 
Washington states that Surgeon-General 
HAMILTON is satisfied that there is no pres- 
ent danger of an invasion of cholera into 
this country. Almost every intelligent 
sanitarian agrees with the Surgeon-Gen- 
eral. Is it not possible for the Quarantine 
Commissioners to screw up their courage, 
defy Dr. SmirH and the disinfecting mo-- 
nopoly, and give the rag importers relief, 
at least for the Winter ?

THE OHIO ELECTIONS. 

In spite of the bad weather and the 
complicated tickets in Ohio yesterday the 
returns received at an early hour this 
morning showed Republican gains suffi- 
ciently decided to indicate the election of 
FoRAKER by a majority of between 16,000 
and 18,000. This estimate is based on re- 
turns by the Associated Press, and if the 
calculation of ‘‘ net” gains be correct the 
estimate is reasonably trustworthy. Our 
special dispatches give later and fuller in- 
telligence. It is plain that there was a 
good deal of independent voting, especial- 
ly in the legislative-districts, one result of 
which is the defeat of ALLAN O. MYERs, 
the ring candidate for Representative in 
Columbus, and the-various county officers 
will be found to be a good deal mixed, 

So far as the Governor’s canvass is con- 
cerned, it has undoubtedly been largely 
determined by exclusively State issues. 
The destruction of the Scott liquor law, 
which cost the various towns and cities 
of the State $2,000,000 a year, and com- 
pelled many of them to borrow for cur- 
rent expenses; the gross mismanagement 
of the State institutions; the scandals 
connected with the election of Senator 
Payne, and the treachery toward 
Judge THURMAN; the belief that JoHN 
R. McLean was striving for the seat 
of Senator SHERMAN in the United 
States Senate and had boldly un- 
dertaken to bribe Republican commit- 
teemen in the effort to gain it—all these 
had weight. As concerns national mat- 
ters, Mr. SHERMAN’S narrow and violent 
appeals to sectional passion were offset by 
Democratic claims that the control of the 
Federal offices had been given them for 
campaign purposes. But it is probable 
that no great number of votes was de- 
cided by national questions one way or 
the other. And this is fortunate, for the 
Republicans have always shown them- 
selves able and willing to give a better 
State Government in Ohio than the Dem- 
ocrats. 

The latest returns indicate a Republican 
majority in the Legislature, and the re- 
election of Mr. SHERMAN to the United 
States Senate. 








TWEEDISM IN THE CANVASS, 


All that there is left of Tweedism 
in New-York is represented by Mr. 
Hitt in the current canvass, and his 
friends make a serious mistake in suppos- 
ing that they can divert public attention 
from this fact by sneers about ‘‘ Tweed 
twaddle.” They must meet the facts, as 
Mr. HILu will have to meet them at the 
polls, and if they cannot meet them, or he 
cannot doso, that will only be made plainer 
by attempts to belittle the facts or to ridi- 
cule those who bring them forward. 
Tweedism was made notorious mainly by 
the exposure of TWEED’s gigantic and 
coarse robberies and frauds and corrup- 
tion. Toa marked degree that phase of 
it has passed away. The completeness of 
its exposure and the wreck of the political 
fortunes of the men directly and largely 
connected with TWEED, the vigorous and 
vigilant public sentiment aroused by the 

-exposure, and the constitutional and legis-- 
lative-changes which grew out of it, have 
made it practically impossible that thiev- 
ing of the same sort and on anything like 
the same scale should now be successful, 
and very improbable that it should even 
be attempted. But this was only one 
phase of Tweedism. The other phase con- 
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lic offices, That in modified form sur- 
vives, and is the animating purpose of the 
Tammany faction, as it is the distinguish- 
ing feature of Mr. Hiv’s political system. 
We have this phase of Tweedism to con- 
tend with, and in putting it down the first 
step is the defeat of the Tammany candi- 
date, Mr. HILL. 

This phase of the tremendous evil of 
which TwreEp was the chief organizer 
did not attract the same attention then 
that it does now because, in the first 
place, it was overshadowed by the grosser 
and more violent form of corruption; 
and, in the second place, it was 
only a more extreme development of 
the system which was even then prac- 
ticed in both parties, and which afterward 
became more offensive in the Republican 
Party, and led to the overthrow of that 
party in the elections of last year. But 
no one who knows anything of the Tweed 
ring is ignorant of the fact that TWEED 
worked the spoils principle persistently, 
savagely, and asa matter of course. He 
developed its application to a point of ter- 
rible perfection. Every office holder un- 
der the City Government, or, when he con- 
trolled it, under the State Government, 
was his slave, held his commission by 
TWEED’s consent, paid a percentage of his 
gains (legal or illegal) into the treasury of 
the ring, obeyed its orders in caucus, pri- 
mary meeting, and convention, and was 
held to rigid responsibility for the district 
given in charge to him, or the particular 
work he had to do. TweExrD bought 
votes on a large scale by direct pur- 
chase, and got many others by indirect 
bribery, but the patronage on which he 
placed his grip was always and for all 
purposes used by him, without scruple and 
without a suspicion that it ought not to 
be so used, as the motive power of his 
machinery. From the Governor, the Sen- 
ators and Assemblymen in the Capitol 
and the Mayor in the City Hall to the 
messengers of the police courts and the 
charwomen of the city and county build- 
ings, every one was bound to unquestion- 
ing obedience, and the result was a ma- 
chine of marvelous force and accuracy 
of working. 

Tammany Hall would, if it could, main- 
tain precisely this sort of machine, and 
Mr. HILL would be delighted if he could 
have the use of it. The resolutions which 
Tammany adopted in opposition to Mr. 
CLEVELAND’s policy, and which the State 
Convention substantially indorsed, were 
inspired solely by disappointment that the 
Federal patronage is not turned over to 
the ‘‘bosses” by the President. The 
reason the Tammany Democrats 
sought and secured the nomination of 
Mr. Hiuu is that they felt that they 
could trust him, they could not 
trust any one in sympathy with the 
President’s policy. The Governor and 
his particular friends and backers are ar- 
rayed against all real reform, and in favor 
of a return to what was not the most dis- 
gusting, but was certainly among the 
most corrupt and dangerous, elements of 
Tweedism. It is natural that in a reac- 
tionary movement of this sort it should 
turn out that the leader was in TWEED’S 
time closely connected with that leader’s 
schemes. That Mr. HILL was s0 con- 
nected is hardly denied by his friends 
now, and his more intimate supporters in 
Tammany undoubtedly see in the fact an 
additional title to their confidence. But 
the sober and reflecting portion of the 
public see in this fact an insuperable ob- 
jection to the man. The people of New- 
York have really had all they wish of 
Tweedism in any of its forms. It cost 
them a good deal of money and much 
trouble. They are not now likely to per- 
petuate that part of it which is still worka- 
ble by the election of one of TwWEED’s for- 
mer tools and his actual survivor and in- 
heritor. 
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THE EXCISE INVESTIGATION, 

The Senate committee’s investigation 
of the Excise Department of this city is 
supposed to be substantially completed. 
The principal testimony taken yesterday 
was that of Police Captain WILLIAMS, of 
the Twenty-ninth Precinct, and it was 
characterized by the blunt candor which 
is habitual with him. He made no such 
pretense, as that of Excise Commissioner 
MITCHELL, that he knew nothing against 
the character of certain well known re- 
sorts in his precinct, or that of Commis- 
sioner HAUGHTON, who professed to be-- 
lieve that they were places of innocent 
diversion resorted to .by respectable 
women. He knew, as the Excise Com- 
missioners and all other intelligent 
people knew, that they were resorts 
of disreputable women and he said so. 
But he believes in licensing such places 
on the ground that the persons going 
there cannot be got rid of, and it is 
better to get them off the streets and at 
the same time know where they are and 
what they are doing than to drive them 
into absolute seclusion. Capt. WILLIAMS 
expressed similar opinions in regard to 
known houses of ill-repute at the time 
of the investigation of the Police Depart- 
ment last year, when it was charged 
against the police that they failed to 
break up such places. His theory of the 
evil in question is that it cannot be eradi- 
cated, and it is better to keep it under 
supervision and control than to attempt to 
suppress it. 

We do not propose to discuss this the- 
ory, but it is certain that public senti- 
ment is strongly opposed to any counte- 
nance of the evil as a necessity or any 
licensing of resorts which serve to pro- 
mote or encourage it. To license drink- 
ing places which are the resorts of prosti- 
tutes and their associates and victims is 
equivalent to licensing agencies for carry- 
ing on their iniquitous traffic. It is cer- 
tain that the excise law was not intended 
to serve any such purpose. It does not 
specify the character of the persons to 
whom liquor may be sold or who may 
be admitted to drinking places, but it does 
declare that licenses shall be granted only 
to persons of good moral character, ap- 
proved by the Commissioners, One plain 
purpose of this provision was to prevent 
the licensing of places to become resorts 
for criminals and persons of bad character 
and reputation. Such plaeés: cannot be- 
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dence of the unfitness of their keepers to 
be licensed to sell liquor. 

The investigation has shown that the 
Excise Board, under the control of Com- 
missioners MITCHELL and HavGaToNn and 
against the persistent protests of Commis- 
sioner Morris, has granted licenses to 
persons who have previously violated the 
law, which they are explicitly prohibited 
from doing; to persons of the worst moral 
character, and for places which are the 
habitual resorts of thieves, ruffians, and 
prostitutes. In so doing they-have vio- 
lated not only the spirit and intent but 
the letter of the law from which all 
their powers are derived and have 
showrs themselves totally unfit to ex- 
ercise the discretion reposed in them 
for the regulation of the liquor 
traffic in this city. They ought to be 
removed without delay. The power to 
remove them belongs to the Governor of 
the State, and is to be used in the manner 
provided for in the case of Sheriffs of 
counties. This can only be done on 
charges which may be tried in a manner 
specified. The case against Commission- 
ers MITCHELL and HAUGHTON is very sim- 
ple. It need contain only the two charges 
of granting licenses to persons who have 
previously violated the excise law and to 
persons not of good moral character. 
These can be sustained by an abundance 
of conclusive evidence, 


The Senate committee has been investi- 
gating the affairs of the city with a view 
to future legislation. We do not see that 
they have found any lack of law so far as 
the Excise Department is concerned. The 
evil lies wholly in the administration of 
the law and mainly in the conduct of the 
Excise Commissioners in granting licenses. 
It can be remedied only by having Com- 
missioners of a different character, gov- 
erned by different motives. Charges 
should be promptly laid before the Gov- 
ernor, and he should be called upon to act, 
on them without delay. 





LOCAL NOMINATIONS. 


The effect of public sentiment on wire- 
pulling politicians has been curiously 
shown in the local nominations which: 
have been made and those which are in- 
dicated, This is particularly true with re- 
gard to the judicial nominations. Judge 
BARRETT has been nominated by all the 
Democratic factions, and will doubtless 
receive the Republican indorsement. This 
is actually in spite of the politicians. Two 
months ago the Democratic bosses were 
agreed that some one else should receive: 
the nomination for Supreme Court Judge, 
and a baseless scandal was brought for- 
ward to answer for a pretext in shelving 
the able and upright magistrate. When 
prompt measures were taken to bring 
to book the authors of the device 
it put an end to the scandal but 
not to the efforts to displace the 
Judge. By and by, when the various 
factions made up their minds to havea 
triangular contest for the local spoils, the 
office of Supreme Court Judge was appor- 
tioned out as one of the pickings. Such 
men as BOURKE COCKRAN and DuGro on 
the Tammany side and ELLERY ANDERSON 
and others of the County Democracy fac- 
tion were “mentioned.” When Judge 
BARRETT’S name would be brought for- 
ward asa possible candidate for renomi- 
nation the politicians would leer and ask 
significantly: ‘‘ Who’s going to nominate 
him, and what can he do without an 
organization behind him?’ This was the 
burden of their talk prior to the Saratoga 
Convention. 

While this kind of talk was indulged in 
by the political slatemakers the general 
public was not indifferent. Protests and 
remonstrances were heard, and, after 
Kings County set an admirable example 
in giving Judge BARNARD a united nom- 
ination by both parties, public sentiment 
was too strong to be resisted. There were 
threats of acitizens’ organization with a 
view to keeping the bench out of politics, 
and even the most case-hardened of the 
politicians recognized that a judiciary 
ticket headed by twosuch men as Bar- 
RETT and SEDGWICK would overwhelm 
any combination the wire-pullers could 
make. Then came a scramble among 
the factions to see which would be the 
first to renominate Judge Barretr. In 
this the County Democracy won, their 
committee presenting his name before 
even calling a convention. Tammany 
and Irving Hall fell into line promptly. 

Judge SEDGWICK was taken up in a 
similar way. He could not, six weeks 
ago, have even reckoned on getting the 
indorsement of the politicians of his-own 
party, and other names were discussed 
for his position. The same influences, 
however, that prompted the renomination 
of Judge BARRETT operated in his case, 
and he will secure the support of all or- 
ganizations, with the exception, perhaps, 
of Tammany and its Irving Hall tail. 

The sentiment in favor of renominating 
good Judges up to Saturday last was 
strong enough to insure a like action in 
the cases of Judges Davip McApam and 
GRANVILLE P. Hawes, of the City Court. 
But a hitch intervened. Mr. ADoLPH L, 
SANGER, the President. of the Board 
of Aldermen, was not as_satisfac- 
tory to the politicians in his present 
place as they thought he-should be. They 
did not dare shelve him, so they deter-. 
mined to run him for a judicial position. 
Another consideration that entered into 
the problem was a threat from Mr. Brn- 
JAMIN Woop that he would attack Judge 
McApDAM on a personal grievance, and as 
it would not do to renominate Judge 
HAWES, a Republican, without doing as 
much at least for his colleague, who is a 
Democrat, the: County Democracy-dodged 
the fight altogether, but thereby re- 
nounced its opportunity of seeking a Re- 
publican indorsement of the whole ticket. 
Mr. Davip J. Dean, the Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel, was added to the ticket 
solely because he is known as an.able law- 
yer, and the County Democrats did not. 
dare name a poor lawyer for the place.

BRITISH PLANS IN BURMAH. 


Two weeks ago Earl DUFFERIN, Viceroy 
of India, tel~graphed to the British Gov- 
ernment that armed intervention in Bur- 
mah had become a necessity. The imme- 
diate ground of complaint seems to have 
been the exactions of the Burmah Trading 
Association, against which the Chief Com- 
missioner in British Burmah has already 
sent a protest to King THEEBaw. It was 
obvious, however, from the Viceroy’s lan- 
guage that the outright annexation of 
Burmah was unZer consideration; and 
since then other indications have pointed 
in the same direction. The usual process 
of denials, reassertions, and modifications 
of statement will no doubt go on, so that 
it may be difficult to predict which con- 
clusion will be uppermost in the current 
news of any particular day. But the 
manner in which the project has been 
taken up shows that the practicability of 
absolute annexation will be thoroughly 
tested. 

The important character of this project, 
which in comprehensiveness more resem- 
bles the grand schemes of Russian ag- 
gression or of England’s in earlier days, 
will be apparent on examining the coun- 
try which it is proposed to seize. Burmah 
still includes nearly two hundred thousand 
square miles of area and about four million 
people. An area nearly half as great, 
containing two and a half millions of peo- 
ple and including all Burmah’s former 
maritime provinces on the eastern shore 
of the Bay of Bengal, with fully nine hun- 
dred miles of seacoast, was-ceded to Great 
Britain by the treaty of Yandabo and 
a subsequent agreement. But though 
the wars of 1822 and 1852 with 
the British and subsequent compacts 
thus reduced the empire so greatly, 
‘there is much of importance left. Bur- 
mah’s great commercial highway, the 
Irrawaddy, whose fertile delta is already 
British, is one of the noblest rivers in 
India, and, taking its course directly 
through the centre of the country, enters 
the Bay of Bengal by many mouths, 
Rangoon being situated on the largest 
eastern one, while the largest western 
one forms the Bassein River. Its main 
tributary from the north is the Kyen- 
Dwen, while east of the Irrawaddy and 
parallel to it is the Salween. This system 
of rivers is admirable for watering the 
country and opening navigation every- 
where from the mountains to the sea. 

With communication so well provided 
by nature, England would find also plenty 
of valuable products to develop. The 
mineral wealth of Burmah is no doubt 
enormous, including, as it does, not only 
gold, silver, and lead, but rubies, emer- 
alds, and sapphires of great size. Amber. 
also is found in large quantities, as are 
petroleum and fine marble. There are 
prodigious forests of teak, which longago 
began to find its way to British ship yards. 
Cotton and other vegetable products fa- 
miliar to India are abundant. The 
people are generally athletic and 
hardy, and possess much mechanical 
skill Under British rule and with 
British capital the country might be- 
come noted for manufactures, since it has 
so many of the necessary materials at 
hand, including coal, and a population 
capable of improving them. But with an 
unmitigated despotism in force, the King 
being absolute master of the life and prop~ 
erty of his subjects, who are abject slaves, 
there is little encouragement to indus- 
trial enterprise, A High Council of State- 
does indeed figure as part of the Govern- 
ment, whose decisions when approved by 
the King become law. But since its four 
members are appointed by the monarch 
and removed by him athis pleasure it 
hardly tempers his arbitrary power. 

It is this unalloyed despotism, as per- 
sonified in THEEBAW, one of the most 
ferocious monsters that ever sat upon a 
throne, that would reconcile many dis- 
interested observers to the annexation of 
Burmah to India. The earlier atrocities 
of this royal wretch, who seemed to havea 
heart like that of the tigers with which 
his realm abounds, were recounted to the 
horror of Christendom. Cruelty, to be 
sure, has from time immemorial been a 
trait of Burmese monarchs. They behead 
alike Generals who are unsuccessful in 
‘war and prosperous subjects whose wealth 
they desire; and while-comparatively mild 
sovereigns have been heard of among 
them, some have reveled in tortures ap- 
parently through sheer caprice. But 
THEEBAW’S massacres at Mandelay some’ 
years ago, more than all those of his 
predecessors, caused the world to shud-. 
der, and have left the conviction wide- 
spread that a political change would be 
merciful which would do away with him. 
and leave no successors of his type. 

It is not certain, however, that the Brit- 
ish move in this direction would be unop-. 
posed. Russia, to be sure, finds Burmah 
far away from her path. China’s front- 
iers are well defined and apparently safe 
where her Province of Yunnan touches 
Northeastern Burmah. But France, an- 
other of Burmah’s eastern neighbors, has 
views of her own in the Indo-Chinese 
peninsula, and the Burmese Envoy at 
Paris in a recent interview said that the 
sole object of his mission there was to-ar- 
range-a treaty of commerce with France, 
and to engage her to resist in every way 
the annexation of Burmah to India. Cer- 
tainly some foreign help would be needed, 
for the Burmese Army is insignificant and 
utterly unable.to defend the throne against 
a serious British attack.

Federation would greatly in-- 
crease the burdens and perplexities of the 
home Government without conferring 
adequate compensating benefits upon the 
colonies. The present system is illogical 
and in some regards very clumsy, but that 
is true of nearly everything in the British 
system. It has, however, the advantage 
of having largely grown from the natural 
development of the colonies, and it is rea- 
sonably elastic. The real trouble with. 
the Canadian Dominion is. one which 
no change in its relations with England. 
would remedy; it is the fact that the Do- 
minion has undertaken an enormous sys-- 
tem of public improvements beyond the 
power of the people to carry out without 
serious inconvenience. Doubtless with 
time the system will prove profitable, but 
the profit will not be reaped by this gen-. 
eration, And, on the whole, the federa- 
tion into which Canada is more likely to 
ultimately drift is not with England, but 
with the United States. Neither change, 
however, can be said to constitute at pres-. 
ent a practical question. ,

MISSING LINKS IN THE EMERSON-CARLYLE' 
CORRESPONDENCE. 

Boston, Oct. 13.—In connection with the 
report telegraphed yesterday that portions of 
the late Emerson-Carlyle correspondence had 
been stolen Mr. Edward W. Emerson, of Con- 
cord, son of the poet, gives some additional 
facts. He says that shortly after Carlyle’s death 
it became known to his [father that many of the 
letters were missing, and, aftera long and try- 
ing search, the robber was found to be none 
other than a trusted secretary of Mr. Carlyle 
who had access to all his papers. This person, 
who hassince died, bad scattered the tetters 
broadcast throughout the leading cities, his de- 
sign caer. apparently, to distribute them where 
the attached autograph would bring the high- 
est price. The possession of these letters be- 
came vitally necessary in the preparation of 
the correspondence, and many of them were 
finally secured through advertisements and by 
paying liberally for them. Others are still miss- 
ing, and the matter of their recovery has been 
placed in legal hands.

A MONOPOLY OF RESOLUTIONS. 


HELD. BY DAVID DUDLEY FIELD BEFORD 
THE BAR ASSOCIATION, 


For the first time in several years Davia 
‘Dudley Field attendea a meeting of the Bar 
Association last evening. He almost obtained a 
monopoly of the privilege of introducing reso- 
lutions. His first resolution was that a commit« 
tee of five should be appointed to ascertain 
whether the “present delay and uncertainty in 
the judicial administration in this city can be 
lessened.””

Then Mr. Field proposed a res 
olution to the effect that it was the opinion of 
the association that * the law should be reduced, 
60 far as possible, into the form of a statute,” 
and followed it up with one to the effect that 
“all of the law of real property, the Jaw of pers 
sonal property, and the law of commercial con« 
tracts can be reduced into the form ofa state 
ute.” He moved that these be made the special 
order for the next meeting. His motion wag 
adopted without marked dissent. 
The association adjourned until the 28d inst., 
when it will meet to hear the report of its Comer 
mittee on Judicial Nominations.

VIEWING THE REMAINS 


FIFTY THOUSAND PEOPLE PASS 
THE DEAD CARDINAL’S BODY. 
ALMOST A RIOT AT THE SACRISTY DOORS 
IN THE EFFORTS TO OBTAIN TICKETS 

TO THE FUNERAL SERVICES. 

All thoroughfares led to St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral yesterday. On all of them were men 
and women hastening to obtain a last look at 
the face of America’s dead Cardinal. In their 
anxiety to attain this end they gave no thought 
to the warring elements. The wind whistled 
venomously past their ears, or catching millions 
of raindrops in its sweeping grasp dashed them 
against the hurrying forms. But wind and rain 
were of no avail against the people who bent 
their steps toward St. Patrick’s Cathedral. Few 
carriages drew up in front of the stately pile 
yesterday, but over 40,000 people reached it on 
foot, and passing up the broad centre aisle of 
the cathedral saw the remains of Cardinal John 
Mc“loskey clad for the grave in the gorgeous 
vestments of the office he adorned in life. Men 
and women, all of them past middie life, stood 
upon the steps leading to the main entrances 
long before the doors were opened to the public. 
They seemed to care nothing for personal com- 
fort, for as they stood the rain fell in torrents and 
drenched them. 

The body was to have been placed in the 
cathedral at 9 o’clock, but the weather at that 
hour was so tempestuous that it was decided to 
waita while, inthe hope that the storm would 
break. It was soon seen that such a contingency 
was out of the question, but it was almost 16 
o’clock before the procession which bore the re- 
mains left the episcopal residence. Shortly 
before this the Fifth-avenue doors of 
the cathedral were unclosed and the 
rain-soaked crowd obtained ingress. The 
procession was formed in the main hall of 
the late Cardieal’s residence. The body was 
placed ona coffin-shaped bier, which was cov- 
ered with purple velvet. The catafalqgue had 
already been placed in the cathedral. The bier 
was borne on the shouldersof six laymen. Over 


it was thrown a rubber cloth to protect the 
body from the rain. Accompanying the remains 
were the Rey. Fathers Lavelle, Slattery, Mul- 
hern, Dunphy. and Kelly, of St. Patricks Ca- 
thedral; Dr. Duffy and Fathers Bicley, Wall, 
and Murray, of St. Agnes's Church; Fathers 
Brophy and Taylor,of the Sacred Heart Church; 
Futher O'Keefe, of St. Joseph’s Church, and the 
boy choir under the direction of Father Lam- 
mei and Mer. Furley. The procession movea from 
the house by the rear door to the south transept 
entrance of the cathedral. There the remains 
wore received by Archbishop Corrigan, habited 
in black mantelet and rochet, cope and stole. 
On his head be wore a white mitre. The pro- 
cession, preceded by the cross bearer and two 
acolytes, moved down the soutns aisle, then, 
wheeling te the right, entered the main aisle of 
the cathedral. During the progress of the pro- 
cession the priests chanted the Sol Venite, Ex- 
ultabant, wnd Miserere. Upon entering the 
main aisie Archbishop Corrigan sprinkled holy 
water upoo the Cardinal’s remains, which were 
then placed on the catafalque. 

There were not more than 500 people in the 
church when the remains were laid there, and 
the doors were closed during the reception cere- 
monies, They were opened again before 11 
o’clock, and from that bour until 10 o’clock last 
night two unbroken lines of people moved 
through the centre aisle and past the catafalque. 
The latter is covered with yellow silk, that in the 
dim lweht which filters through the rich dark 
colors of the lofty windows seems white or cream- 
colored, it is surrounded by a railing jfestooned 
with orape. At each corner of the railing is 
placed a burning taper. The remains are clothed 
in a Be, si cassock, lace rochet, linen amice, 





luce aibe, silken cincture,and two purple silk 
tunics. he outer garment is a purple velvet 
chosu®le, The body is also clothed in the 
“palitim.” !Upon the back and frontof this 
garmeaot is worked across in gold thread. On 
the leftarm hangs a purple maniple. On the 
bead is white silk mitre. From the neck is sus- 
pended «4 gold crucifix, the Archbishop's cross. 
On the hands are purple silk gloves, with a gold 
cross on the back. On the third finger of the 
Cardinal’s right hand, outside of the glove, is an 
emeraid ring set with diamonds. This is the 
Archbi<hop’s ring, and, like the crucifix, will be 
buried with him. In the right hand isa crucifix. 
The remains will be placed in the casket this 
eveaing. At each corner of the yellow silk cov- 
ering of the catafalque 1s the Cardinal's coat of 


arms. The Cardinal's hat, placed as _ it 
is against a pale background at the end 
of the cataraique, looks. flery red_ in 


the gleam of the wax tapers. The other striking 
bits of color are the coats of arms that adorn the 
yellow silk covering of the catafalque and the 
purple veivet chosuble on which glitters the 
gold cross. The latter glistensin the flickering 
glow of the burning tapers.

The police force will be increased to-day, as an 
immense atteudance is looked for. Last night 
the remains were guarded by 40 members of St. 
Vi t de Paul's Sooiety and 12 of the Holy 
Family Society. 

To-morrow’s ceremonies will be divided into 
four parts. The office of the dead will be 
chanted by the cathedral choir, largely augu- 
mented, under the direction of Father Lammell. 
A solemn Pontifical mass of uiem will be 
celebrated by Archbishop Corrigan, who will be 
assisted by Mgr. Farley, as priest; the Rev. A. J. 
Donnelly, of St. Michael's Church, as deacon; 
the Rev. James H. McGean, of St. Peter’s Church, 
as sub-deacon and by Dr. McDonaeli, and 
Fathers Lavelle, Kelly, Slattery, and Mulhern 
as mastersof ceremonies. The acolyi%s will be 
the Rev. Charlies Colton, of St. Stephen's 
Church, and the Rev. Thomas J. McCloskey, of 
St. Leo’s Church. The Archbishop will be ac- 
companied by Chaplains carryiug lighted tapers, 
mitre, and mass book. These will be r. 
McElhenny, of the Church of the Sacred 
Heart: the Rev. Michael Ayl!wood, of 
St. James’s Church, and the Rev. John 

McGrath, of St. Monica’s _ Church, 
The incense bearer will be the Rev. A. J. Clancy, 
of St. Ann’sChurch. The altar boys will also 
take part in the procession, which will leave the 
episcopal residence at 9 o’clock and enter the 
cathedral by the main entrance in Fifth-ave- 
nue. After the mass has been celebrated 
the sermon will be delivered by Archbishop 
Gibbons, of Baltimore. This will be followed 
by the giving of five absolutions at the cata- 
falque by Kisbhop Loughlin, of Brooklyn; Arch- 
bisuop Williams, of Boston; Archbishop Gib- 
bons, of Baltimore, and Archbishop Corrigan. 
The fifth Bishop bas not yet been selected. 
Each Bishop, when giving absolution, will be 
allowed two cbaplains. 

Atthe conclusion of these ceremonies the 

body will be taken to the crypt and the funeral 
ceremonies will be atanend. They will begin 
at9o’clock to-morrow morning and finish about 
2 o’clock in the afternoon. Among the promi- 
nent clergymen who will be present are the 
Bishops and Archbishops mentioned, and Arch- 
bishop Ryan.jof Philadelphia, Bishops Wadhams 
of Ogdensburg; Bradley, of Manchester, N. H.;

From 11 till almost 1 o’clock it obeyed instruc- 
tions. There were 75 police officers in the build- 
ing underthe command of Capt. Mount. During 
the first hours of the morning the crowd en- 
tered so leisurely, at the rate of from 1,500 to 
2,000 per hour, that the police expected to man- 
age it with scarcely an effort. No attention was 
paid to a few old women who, after 
kneeling on the sanctuary steps for some 
minutes, clustered around the sacristy door. 
One by one this little knot of people was in- 
creased. Onthe door was posted a notice that 
no tickets of admission to the®funeral services 
would be issued before 3 o'clock. The prospect 
of a few hours of waiting, even if they were 
compelled to stand, bad no terrors for these peo- 
ple. At noon the waiting crowd had increased 
to over a hundred, but the vacant space around 
it was 80 large that it attracted noattention. An 
hour and a half later it numbered fully 
2,000 and was beyond the control of the 
police, It reached from the sacristy door 
to the pulpit and from the south side of the 
cathedral to the west end of the sanctuary. In 
front of the latter men and women stood six 
deep. The sanctuary is approached by three 
broad steps. Those on the outside tried to reach 
these. In their efforts the people who stood 
next the rail were crushed more closely than 
they desired. They pushed backward, and 
those who stood on the Jower step were thrown 
to the floor. Several women rolled over and 
over before they could regain their feet. 
The police scented danger. Their endeavors to 
avert mishap were quickened by the shrill 
scream of & woman who had been pressed so 
tightly against the wall of the sacristy that she 
was afraid of being crushed to death. It was too 
late to preventa slight crush, but possible to 
obviate a disaster. The sacristy door was 
opened and Father Lavelle appeared. He im- 
plored the people to keep back andto wait pa- 
tientiy untilthe appointed time. Those who 
were within reach of his eye made desperate 
efforts to back vut of sight, but those in 
the rear would not move. The line in 
waiting to pass the catafalaue was halted. 
The sacristy door was opened and a 
portion of the crowd was taken through the 
sacristy and thence into Fifty-first-street and 
Madison-avenue. A number of tickets were is- 
sued, but 16,000 would not have more than satis- 
Sed the waiting assemblage. At 3:30 it was an- 
nounced that no more tickets would be issued 
until 5 o'clock, and that the Office of the Dead 
would be recited at4o'’clock. The police then 
made a united effort, and moved the crowd from 
its position into the pews and side aisles. 
Not long after 4 o'clock the zone of gas ato 
that encircled the top of one of the huge pillars 
in the sanctuary emitted sparkling jets of flame. 
In the semi-darkness they twinkleg like so many 
Btars. Pillars in different parts of the cathedral 
were soon decorated in the same fashion, and 
the huge edifice became flooded with light. Not 
less than 5,000 people were in the cathedral when 
Father Lammell and his choir marched through 
the sanctuary and down the main aisle. They 
filied 12 pews. Thirty boys and 80 Franciscans 
Jesuits,{Redemptorists, and Capachins sat on one 
side of the aisie and 80 priests and the same 
number of boys on the other. Fathers Lammel, 
Riordan, and King sat in the oentre of the 
aisle near the head of the catafalque. The Office 
of the Dead was read. Five absolutions were 
ere. one each by Dr. McSweeny, of St. 
ridget’s; Father McGean, of 8t. Peter's; Dr. 
Burtsell, of the Epiphany: Mgr. Farley, of 
8t. Gabriel’s, and Vicar-General Preston. The 
lessons were read by Dr. O'Callaghan, of the 
Sacred Heart Academy; Father Grady, of the 
Annunciation Church; tuer Anacletus, of St. 
Anthony's; Father McNamee, ot Mount St. Vin- 
cent; Father Doherty, of &t. Monica Church:

\. «MISS MARGARET MATHER. 

Miss Margaret Mather lacks some of the 
natural gifts that the ideal Juillet should pos- 
sess, but her acquiremeats are so ample as to 
enable her often to make the spectator forget 


her deficiencies. Miss Mather is a hand- 
some woman on the _ stage; her figure 
is good, her carriage graceful, her features 


well proportioned; her broad forehead is shaded 
by masses of brown hair; but she has not the 
ravishing loveliness that belongs to Shake- 
speare’s Juliet. Her expression when her 
face is in repose is not that of a 
tender young girl nurtured in affluence 
and scarcely released from the nursery; 
nor is she abie to simulate exactly the confiding 
innocence of Juliet’s character at the opening 
of the play. The fault of the early scenes is, in- 
deed, a seeming maturity beyond the actress's 
years; although we do not mean to imply that 
this portion of her performance last night was 
either uninteresting or ineffective, for it was 
neither. There were moments, such as the first 
meeting with Romeo, when the actress seemed 


thoroughly to command the situation, (she 
never for a moment lust command of herself,) 
while there were others in which she rose 
scarcely above the convertional. Tne balcouy 
scene had its gvod points also; her acting here 
that is to say her gestures, positiors, and facia 
changes, surpassed, in their grace and signifi- 
cance, her delivery ot the text, which wus 
often monotonous in its sing-song cadences, 
The effect of the scene, however, was 
delightful, though the pictorial surroundings of 
the actress were in part responsible for that. In 
the petulant interview with the nurse Miss 
Mather’s earnestness and gracefulness compen- 
sated, in a large measure, tor the absence of 
girlish buoyancy. She adeguately expressed the 
eagerness, the fond forbearance, and the hap- 
piness of Julet here, but the highest note 
ot joyousness was missing. Her laughter was 
scarcely spontaneous. Yet in all these passages 
she showed herself to be as well equipped for her 
task as faithful and laborious study and a care- 
ful development of her natural gifts could make 
her. If the epee of the tragedy had ter- 
minated with the second act we should atill be 
able to hail Miss Mather this morning as an 
artiste for whom there is an honorable place 
—— our stage. 

n the remaining scenes of which we shall be 
abie to write at this hour the impersonation as- 
sumed an importance it had not previously 
seemed to possess, The scene with the nurse 
after the death of Tybalt was acted in a forci- 
bie manner; the parting with Romeo was 
fraught with pathos and passion; and in the 
succeeding scene with Capulot despair and grief 
were depicted with truth and power. The fa- 
mous speech in the Friar’s cell, beginning, ** Oh, 
bid me leap, rather than marry Paris,’’ was de- 
livered with due effect, and the close of 
this episode was almost. thrilling, while 
her performance of the _ potion_ acene 
is aesuredly entitled to that adjective. This was 
a fine specimen of elocution, in which the act- 
ress held her auditors enchained, and its 
climax was a bit of gymnastic business 
which may receive the’ disapproval of 
severe upholders of classical traditions, 
but was certainly most’ effective. The 
curtain fell upon this scene amid acclamations 
of delight, and the Juliet was called to the 
front many times. We may as well say, however, 
that the cordiality of last night’s audience at 
the Union-Square Theatre, not particularly 
at this point but as a general bing, was 
altogether too pronounced. The applause 
hindered the performers and annoyed sober- 
minded people who had gone to the 
theatre to enjoy the play. Miss Mather’s 
début was realiy successful, however, as we have 
indicated. Later on, when she appears under less 
disturbing circumstances, defects that were ap- 
parent last night may disappear. It was the first 
night of an elaborately spectacular production 
of *“*Romeo and Juliet.’? The waits were long. 
The tumult made by industrious carpenters and 
scene shifters tormed an unpleasant accompaui- 
ment to some of the finest lines of the text. 

Mr. Hill’s Shakespearean revival is a teast for 


the eye. Many of the pictures exhibited are 
rarely beautiful. The scenery is as bandsome 
as any ever displayed here, and _ the 
small stage of the JInion-Square Theatre 


hus been most skillfully = y the designer 


and his assistants. ir lfred Thomp- 
son’s true eye for effect has been used 
by the manager in the preparation of 


this spectavie, and the costumes, groupings, 
and accessories are all that could be wished for. 
The acting of the subordinate réles was not al- 
ways as good as it ought to have been. 
Mr. Milnes Levick, for instance, can act Mercutio 
with more dignity than he bestowed upon the 
character last night.

COUNSELING PEACE. 

TROOPS MARCHING TOWARD THE ROUME- 
LIAN FRONTIER—SERVIA’S ATTITUDE 
AND BISMARCK’S INTERCESSION. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 13. — The troops 
which formed the garrison of Salonica are 
marching northward toward the Roumelian 
frontier. The Bulgarians are intrenched at 
Prestina, in Roumelia, near the frontier. The 
conference on the Roumelian question has em-. 
bodied a collective note, wnich is being pre- 
pared by Count Corti, the Italian Ambassador, 
to be presented to the Porte. The note advises 
the Porte to recognize the union of Roumelia 
and Bulgaria, and opposes a further violation of 

he Berlin treaty. It is reported that Prince 

Bismarck, in reply to the second circular of the 

Porte, approves the immediate taking of active 

measures by Turkey, unless Servia and Greece 

accept the situation. 

BELGRADE, Oct. 13.—The German Minis- 
ter has started for Nissa to counsel peace. King 
Milian, replying to the Turkish Minister’s de- 
mands for an explanation of Servia’s warlike 
preparations, said he had nothing to add to the 
recent circular to tbe powers. In dip'omatic 
circles the opinion is expressed that a fuvorable 
moment for Servian action will be allowed to 
slip. 

The Salonican Greeks are excited over the 
Roumelian imbroglio. Their sympathies tend 
toward Turkey. 

Berutn, Oct. 18.—Prince Bismarck has 
dispatched a special commissioner to King Milan 
to urge upon him the necessity of peace. 

St. PeTerspurG, Oct. 13.—The Journal 
de Saint-Pétersbourg, commenting on the Rou- 
melian question, says: ** In view of the preten- 
sions of the minor States it is evident that a 
conservative policy in accordance with the ex- 
isting treaties offers the best chances to prevent 
a vast conflagration in the Balkan Peninsula.” 

ATHENS, Oct. 13.—The Minister of the In- 
terior has received a telexram from King 
George, in which the King thanks his subjects 
for their patriotic sentiments. 

Students here are appealing to students 
throughout Europe to raise their voioes against 
the injustice done to the Greek nationality 
through the Bulgarian union. 


The Archbishop of Zante offers to devote his 
whole stipend to the national cause. 


Paris, Oct. 13.—Lord Lyons, the British 
Ambassador, and M. de Freycinet, the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, have arrived at an 
understanding by whicb their respective Gov- 
ernments shall observe a strict neutrality if 
Turkey fights any of the Balkan States, or 
Greece and the other powers shouid hold aloof. 

At a Cabinet council to-day a number of con- 
sular dispatches were read, showing that the 
serious war preparations of Turkey have con- 
siderably cooled the ardor of the war party in 
Servia and in Greece, and affairs in those king- 
doms are assuming a more peaceful aspect. 
It is believed here that both Servia and 
Greece will hesitate a lone time before 
provoking the Porte to resort to offensive opera- 
tions. These consular reports have greatiy re- 
vived the hopes of diplomatists in this city of a 
bloodless settlement of the Roumelian question. 

The Temps says: ** Austria has joined Kussia 
in demanding that the status quo be restored in 
Eastern Koumelia.” 


Lonpon, Oct. 14.—In an interview M. 
Strausky, the leader of the Kouwelian rising, 
said that the revolution was effected in order to 
get rid of costly institutions connected witha 
separate government, so as to prevent the ruin 
of RKoumelia, which is poor and unable to bear 
the weight of an organic statute. 


Vienna, Oct. 13.—Austria has advised 
Servia to stop her war preparations and adopt 
@ peace policy.

This the woman refused to 
though she continued te receive his 
visits, About two weeks ago he made a demand. 
of this kind, and when she refused to accede to 
his wishes he took out a revolver and fired a. 
Shot at her which took effect in a.door and made 
“a hole big enough to stick an‘ ordinary-sized 
thumb through. 

Healey heard of this affair, and when he 

next saw Brower ordered him to keep away : 


trom his house ana his wife. Brower 
paid no attention to the warning, and 
Mra. Healey seemingly forgave her lover 


for his attempt on her life. T. E. Snook, who 
lives a few doors trom Healey, called at theélat- 
ter’s house about 6 o’clock last evening, accom- 
panied by his wife. Snook was at one time 
steward of the Knicekrbocker Club.gHe and his 
wife remained at Healey’s for the best part of 
anhour. Healey was notat home, but his wife 
was, and with her, apparently on the best of 
terms, was Brower. Mr. and Mrs. Snook !eft 
Brower behind them ‘when they took their leave. 
at 8:15 o'clock some of the other occupants of 
tne house, which is a tenement, heard a pistol , 
shot. A few minutes after the shot was fired 
they saw Brower leave Hesley'’s apartments. He 
did not seem atall fiurried, ‘as it veas noticed 
that he was carefulto pull up his collar to a 

roper height and his cuffs down ‘to an exact 
ongitude. 

A neighbor ‘entered Healey'’ssapartments to 
dis¢tover the cause of the shooting. Mrs. Healey 
was lying on the floor of her bedroom with her 
bead in a pool of blood. An ambulance was 
summoned, and arrived at 9:15. The surgeon 
suid Mrs. Healey was simply bieeding at the 
nose and refused to take her to Boalleyue Hos- 
ital. Officer William McCullough, of the 

vineteenth Precinct, wiped tha. blood from 
the woman’s nose and found ‘a! bullet hole. 
A second ambulance wis, summoned. 
It arrived at 10 o'clock Mrs. Healey 
was taken to Bellevue Hosnftal, wnere she lay 
in an unconscious condition,‘at midnight. Her 
little son, the only witnesst@ the shooting, said: 

‘The man (meaning Bron:¢r) chased mamma ali 
around the room and pr a pistol to her head, 
and it went ‘bang.’

The Electrical Subway Commission yes- 


under ground wires, now in use in several cities. 
_Its advantages were urged by the inventor, Mr. 
R. S. Waring, and by Mr. Frank L. Pope, an elec- 


trical expert, and Mr. J. Elliott Smith, Superin- 
tendent of the Fire Alarm Telegraph of this olty, 
by whom ithas been given a practical test of 
18 months, and who says that it is the intention 
to introduce it throughout the whole depart- 
nent over which he has charge. It was claimed 
for the system that the compound used for pro- 
tecting the wires in the cablesis of very low 
specific inductive capacity and possesses the 
highest attainable insulating qualities, and that 
the cables may safely be laid in close proximity 
to steam heating pipes. Each wire of the anti- 
inductive cables is separately insulated, and it is 
contended that the cables are the only ones 
in which telephone, telegraphic, and electric 
Nght wifres may be worked without mutual 
interference side by side. For trunk lines and 
street service 2,000 to 8,000 anti-inductive wires 
may be used in a cable laid in a foot-square 
conduit, It was suggested that a proper under- 
sround conduit in which to lay the cables would 
bea hard yellow pine box, a foot square, with x 
lifting cover, and laid in a trench dug two feet 
deep:a foot or two from the sidewalk curb. 
Such a box would, if necessary, carry 14,000 
“wires, and is the kind adopted in those cities 
where the company now has cableg in successful 
joperation. The cost would be very low, and the: 
wires would be reeled into the conduit, packed 
in earth or pitch, and then would require no 
further attention, ample facilities being’ pro-, 
vided for branching and looping purposes.

RESORTS WHICH HE THINKS IT 
PROPER TO LICENSE. 

HE GIVES THE SENATE COMMITTEE SOME 
IDEAS ON THE EXCISE QUESTION—A 
WITNESS WHO ADMITS THAT HE LIED, 

None of the mud taken from the mys- 
terious depths of the Excise Board sticks to Police 

Captain Wiilttams, though the dredging commit- 

tee from the Senate kept him moving around in 

jt at a lively pace yesterday afternoon. When 

Lawyer Miller asked the Captain if he was 

pretty familiar with the Twenty-ninth Precinct, 

be got an answer in a droll drawl: ** W-e-1-], 

yes.” Atter the Senators had finished laughing, 

Capt. Williams told them that he stood by all he 

had said in his written reports about the Cre- 

morne, the Haymarket, and “Tom” Gould's 
being resorts tor women of at least doubtful 
character, but withal he considered them proper 
places to be licensed. 

“We might as well look this question in the 
face, gentlemen,’ he said in support of this as- 
sertion. “Thise fast women must be taken 


from the streets. They can't help themselves 
oftentimes. Sosoon as it is known thata wom- 
an’sreputation is bad most men won't employ 
her; and half the time they won’t let anybody 
else employ her. There’s a law against killing 
her,she must live, and she seeks that living in 
the streets, low as itis. Now, 1 Jook upon any 
place as a blessing that will get these people off 
the streets under one roof. Then the police 
know where they are. The general public takes 
no notice of such persons. It is only people who 
are ijooking for them. So long as a place is quiet 
and orderly the public does not suffer much in- 
convenience trom it. If it is not orderly the po- 
lice know their duty. The places you have 
questioned me about are careful to keep within 
the bounds of the law,so far as I know, and it 
was with a full knowledge of the kind of people 
they skelter that I made my reports on their 
lications for license.”

* that the Excise Board wiil not license a place 
~hen it is ascertained to bea resort for prosti- 
tutes 7” j 

* No,” said the Captain, ‘*I don’t know any- 
thing of the kind.” 

* Do you think if your reports had said plainly 
that these places were the resorts of common 
characters of that description that the Commis- 
pioners would have granted them licenses ?” 

“Why, gentiemen,” said the Captain impa- 
tiently, “itisabsurd for either Commissioner 
Morris, Mitchell, or Haughton to send to me for 
the general ;:eputation of such well known 
places. They have all been there and know as 
much about them as I do.” 

** Well.” said Mr. Miller, ‘‘ toa certain extent 
J agree with you. The two Commissioners who 
voted for the licenses knew perfectly well what 
kind of places they were dealing with.” 

Commissioner Morris was on his feet in an in- 
stant and vigorousiy objected to the scope of 
Capt. Williams’s remark including him. “I did 
notsend to you tor information, you see,” he 
paid, pointing to his red-ink protest, “* and i 
never was inside the places in my life. I could 
get enough evidence by standing outside to 
patisfy me.” 

“TI was told you were in 
Captain. 

After this little tangle was straightened out 
Capt. Williams said that there was nothing in 
the law compelling the police to look up the 
rharacter of applicants for a license. It was 
fone simply asa courtesy by resolutioa of the 
Police Commissioners. As 8 rule, the Captain 
testified, the resorts he had been questioned 
pbout closed at 1 o’clock every night but Satur- 
day night, when they were closed at 12 o’clock 
rod were not opened again untii Monday. 

“The Cremorne is open now, isn’t it?” asked 
Mr. Miller, ** yet it has no heense.” 

* Yes,” said the Captain, ** the police have no 
power to close these piaces, though they can 
‘make arrests. But if you can buy any liquor in 
the Cremorne to-night I'l! give you an order for 
ea suit of clothes—and then use you as a witness. 
But 1 have made 100 arrests for violation of the 
excise jaws since Jan. },”’ be added, “‘and only 
‘two of them have been'triedin court. 1 was sum- 
moned as a witness On one case six times. When 
a man is once convicted the Excise Commission- 
‘ers can revoke his license—if they want to.” 

Speaking of Prescott’s testimony that he had 
‘been bribed to keep his officiai eye shut against 
violations of the Jaw, Capt. Williams said: ** He 
never paid me any money, and I know nothing 
sbout an injunction being issued against the 
music in his place. There wassome complaints 
about ‘ate playing from the neighbors once, and 
T told Debaun that it would be wise ‘to shut 
down on his music earlier. The injunction may 
have been obtained by the Society for the Ref- 
ormation ot Juvenile Delinquents because 
If a negro 
turns overa dry goods box ina store and begins to 
dance on it the agents of that society rush forhim 
and want him to take out a theatrical license. 
They don’t care much about the character of 
@ place they get a license fee from, either, so 
long as the money comes in. Acting on_the 
spirit and not tke strict letter of the law I do 
not think it is the business of the police to inter- 
fere much in the matter of a theatrical license. 
The only places of amusement ip mv precinct 
where this law is violated, according to a strict 
ednstruction of it, are the Metropolitan Opera 
House and Koster & Bial’s.” 

Questioned about a saloon in West Twenty- 
feventh-street kept by James Doyle, (alias 
**Red” Doyle, Mr. Miller said,) Capt. Williams 
gaid that he knew nothing xgainst the character 
of the man, and was not aware that he had been 
connected with the ““McGloin gang.”’ He did 
not know, either, that the place was a resort for 
thieves. A report of Inspector Steers to Com- 
missioner Porter, made last September, was read 
to the witness. In it Inspector Steers said that 
the place was a resort for bad meo, and thata 
robbery had been committed there which had es- 
caped the attention of the precinct police. Capt. 
Williams said that he knew nothing about a 
robbery, and he thoucht that if it had occurred 
he certainiy would have beard of it. If be haa 
known the place to be bad he would havereport- 
ed against it. 

“Who told you,” asked Mr. Miller, 
Doyle was a fit person to be licensed 7”

TAMMANY AND IRVING HALLS, 


TRYING TO ARRANGE A DEAL ON A COUNTY 
TICKRT. 


The County Democracy having rejected 
all overtures for union, and nominated a 
straight county ticket, the members of Tam- 
many and Irving Halls were busily engaged 
yesterday and Jast night in arranging for 
putting an opposition ticket in the field. At the 
Democratic State Committee Headquarters no 
one was pleased at the failure of the attempt to 
secure a union of the Democracy, although 
those in charge were anxious to have it under- 
stood that they considered a three-cornered 
fight a good thing for the State ticket. As an 
earnest of their intentions the County Dem- 
ocrats referred toa telegram which Hubert O. 
Thompson sent to Gov. Hill, after the adjourn- 
ment of the County Democracy’s County Con- 
vention, in which he says: “Our convention 
enthusiastically indorsed you and the rest of the 
State ticket. Our separate local ticket will elect 
you.” 

The Tammany Hall and Irving Hall Conference 
Committee met in the Fourteenth-street Wig- 
wam shortly after 3 o‘clock yesterday afternoon. 
All the members were present except Mr. Joseph 
J. O’Donohue and Mr. Charles E. Loew. The 
committee was for some time in secret consulta- 
tion. The question as to what to do about Irving 
Hall was considered. No one present seemed tao 
have auy definite idea as to what that organiza- 
tion would take as its share of tne offices, al- 
though it was generally understood that the 
new chieftain, Excise Commissioner Nicholas 
Haughton, was a candidate for Sheriff, and that 
it had many lawyers, more or less eminent, in its 
list of membership, who had their eyes on some 
of the jucicial positions. It waa agreed to ap- 
point a subcommittee of nine members, with 
Gen. Spinola as Chairman, to treat with the 
Irving Hall committee and find out just 





what that organization would charge for 
their support in the campaign. While 
the subcommittee held a private session 


in one of the adjoining rooms the other mem- 
bers of the conference committee continued 
their deliberations. Someof the more conserva- 
tive members of the committee thougnt it would 
be a good thing for Tammany to take up Sedg- 
wick and Hawes, but the others spoke against 
the adoption of any such.course. The matter of 
the renomination of one or both of these Judges 
was not definitely settled. Tiere was some tall, 
however, of naming Morgan J. O’Brien for 
either the Superior Court or for the Court of 
Common Pieas, and ex-Congressman Philip H. 
Dugro was also mentioned. Judge David Mc- 
Adam was the favorite of many of the members 
forthe Common Pleas Court. With reference 
to the offices of Sheriff and County Clerk there 
was considerable talk. Hugh J. Grant declared 
to the committee that he would run for Sheriff 
if the organization wanted him to head 
the ticket. Some members favored Coro- 
ner Bernard F. Martin, but that gentleman gave 
no sign as to his position on the subject. Police 
Justice Charles Weide was also mentioned for 
the office, though it was the general impression 
that he would rather run ror County Clerk. It 
was said that he would be acceptable to the 
Germans. The merits of James A. Flack, the 
Tammany leader in the Twentieth District, 
were also discussed ae to his availability as a 
candidate for County Clerk. Register John 
Reilly made a suggestion thet provoked con- 
siderable protest. He suggested the name of 
Coroner Ferdinand Levy as a likely candidate 
for County Clerk. The objection to Mr. Levy 
seemed to be that, in the opinion of the mem- 
bers of the committee, he would look sharply 
after his own election without regard to the 
other candidates on the ticket, 

ln the midst of the discussion of the merits of 
the respective candidates for the various offices 
Gen. Spinola, of the subcommittee appointed to 
wait on the Irving Hall committee, returned 
and announced he had heard that the members 
of the Irving Hall committee were at the West- 
minster Hotel, and that he and his colleagues 
thought that the full conference committee 
should adjourn pending a report as to what Ir- 
ving Hall wanted. This suggestion was adopt- 
ed, and the committee adjourned until 8 P. M. 

Then Gen. Spinola ana bis eight lieutenants 
waiked round tothe Westminster Hotel, where 
were found Excise Commissioner Haughton, 
Senator Compbell, Henry Steinert, ex-Sheriff 
Peter Bowe, and the other members of the Ir- 
ving Hall conference committee. A confer- 
ence of over two hours was held, at the end of 
which time an adjournment was taken. The Ir- 
ving Hal! leaders made a vigorous demand for 
one of the two county offices, and expressed ua 
very decided preference for the Shrievalty. In 
fact, its members thought there should be an 
equal division of the offices to be filled. 

be Tammany and Irving Hall men were so 

long in conference that when they adjourned, 
and found that no agreement had been arrived 
at, it was determined to advise the full confer- 
ence committee to adjourn until to-day. Mr. 
Croker thereupon sent around word to Tam- 
many Hall, and the gathering members went up 
to the Hotfman House to see how the County 
Democracy people feit over the situation. The 
Tammany and Irving Hall committees will 
meet again this evening, andthe Tammany men 
will hola a preliminary caucus this afternoon. 
]t was the opinion of nearly all the Tammany 
men that a satisfactory arrangement would be 
made to-day, when conferences will also be held 
with German organizations and with any 
workingmen's associations that may desire to 
fight under the banner of Tammany Hall. 

Morgan J. O’Brien was at the Hoffman House 
last night, and told a friend that he would not 
run ror Superior Court Judge against Judge 
Sedgwick. It wassaid to depend upon Judge 
McAdam as to whether be wouid run for Judge 
of the Court of Common Pleas. There was 
some talk of nominating for judicial positions 
some such men as James W. Gerard and Mr. 
Henry W. Bookstaver. Elliott Sandford, who 
has been mentioned for City Court Judge, is one 
of the gentlemen in whom Irving Hall is inter- 
ested next, of course, to Mr. Haughton’s can- 
didacy for Sheriff.

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HAVER FAILS TO RESPOND.

HIS TRIAL FOR BLACKMAIL ADJOURNED TO 
TO-DAY. 


Louis P. Haver, whose blackmailing 
practices in connection with Thompson's Bank 
Note Reporter, which he’ owns and publishes, 
Tue TIMES exposed a year ago, failed to respond 
yesterday when he was called for trial before 
Recorder Smyth, in the Court of General Ses- 
sions. In June last he had pleaded not guilty 
to the charge of blackmail on two indictments 
found against him’ on Dec. 29 and 31 of last year. 
The indictments wero based on attempts by 
Haver to extort money from the First National 
Bank of Marathon, N. Y., and from the Ex- 
change Bank of Clyde, Kan. Officers of these 
banks swore that he threatened to publish libels 
against the banks unless subscriptions which he 
alleged to be due for his paper were prompt- 


ly paid. Haver was arrested on Jan. 3 and 
was taken before Judge Lawrence, who reauired 
$500 bail from him on each indictment. On June 
8 he was taken before Recorder Smyth, when 
his counsel, ex-Judge Fullerton, secured an ad- 
journment for a week. The lawyers arranged 
to let the case go over the Summer. When it 
was again called, about three weeks ago, Haver 
had associated with ex-Judge Fullerton as coun- 
sel Charles A. Jackson, who was tormerly the 
law partner of District Attorney Martine. It 
was arranged definitely that the case should 
come to trial yesterday. After a morning case 
bad been disposed of Assistant District Attorney 
Fitzgerald asked that Haver be called. The 
clerk called the case three times witbout getting 
a response. 

“This case was set for to-day.” Mr. Fitzgerald 
said, addressing the Recorder, ‘‘and it ought to 
goon. There are two indictments, which were 
tound last December. In June Haver pleaded 
not guilty. A month ago Judge Fullerton and 
Mr. Jackson agreed to be ready to-day for trial, 
without fail. itnesses were then summoned 
forthe people. They are here, at much incon- 
venience to themselves. It was witb difficulty 
that we could get them. They are bank officers 
who have come from a distance, one of them 
coming 2,000 miles. One of Haver'’s counsel 
asked me this morning to consent to an adjourn- 
ment. I said 1 could not do it under any cir- 
cumstances. In view of the difficulty we have 
had in getting witnesses here and of the in- 
convenience to which the witnesses have put 
themselves, I ask that Haver's bail be called.” 

The clerk called Henry C. Hepburn, a broker, 
and George Austin, a jawyer, to answer as sure- 
ties for Haver. No one appeared. 

“The forfeiture will be entered up,and a 
bench warrant will issue at once,” Recorder 
Smyth said, after some waiting. The order had 
hardly been noted when Mr. Jackson sauntered 
into court. 

“T have just forfeited your bail, Mr. Jack- 
gon,”’ was the Recorder’s greeting. 

*‘T hope you will withdraw tbe order,’ the 
lawyer replied, with easy assurance. ®* We are 
quite willing to submit our interests. Probably 
nothing could be done to-day except to impanel 
the jury if the case were to go on.” 

**But the people have brought witnesses here 
with a great deai of trouble, and the case was 
definitely set down,’' Recorder Smyth persisted. 

** Well?” Haver's lawyer inquired, as though 
that were no reason why the case should go on. 

“ Are you ready?” Recorder Smyth asked, a 
trifle impatiently. 

“No, Sir. Judge Fullerton is nut here. I have 
been re eg | to find him. Nor is our man here.” 

“Judge Fullerton is a hard man to find, I 
know,” the Recorder replied, “‘ but I can’t be- 
lieve you have been unable to find him for three 
weeks.”’ 

Mr. Jackson said that as Judge Fullerton’s 
offices and his own were in the same building 
he thought the prospects fair of finding him by 
to-day, when he would also have Haver on hand. 
At his request the‘order for a bench warrant tor 
Haver was withdrawn. The case will be called 
at 11 o’clock this morning. 





JUSTICE GORMAN'S REASONS. 


HE STATES ONE, BUT ‘‘ DOES NOT CARE TO 
GIVE ANY MORE,” 

The little examination room in the 
Tombs Police Court was tightly packed yester- 
day afternoon with all the actors in the suit 
brought by the Manhattan Elevated Railroad 
Company: against the Wall-Street Daily News, 
the crowd being drawn by the expectation of 
the decision by Police Justice Gorman. There 
was scant ceremony, the Justice remarking as 
soon as all the luwyers had announced their 
readiness: 

*“* At the last hearing, Mr. Strahan, your mo- 
tion was, I believe, to dismiss the clarge and for 
a discharge. Your motion is denied.” 

The pugnacious counselor seemed surprised 
for a moment and then quietly asked, ** On what 
grounds *” 

This rather nettled the Justice, who, rapidly 
turning Over some papersou the table before 
him, replied: “in the first place you are charged 
with circulating a story. ‘The story was circu- 
lated. On cross-examination you tried to break 
it down, and in my opinion tailed.” 

This very luminous opinion seemed to stagger 
Mr. Strahan, but he affably asked again: 

* Are those all your reasons, your Honor?” 

At this point Mr. Bookstaver and Mr. Goodwin 
bounced up and declared there was uo occasion 
for further reasons, which led the legal lumi- 
bary on the bench to interpose with: 

‘I don’t care to give aay more reasons,” and 
all of Mr. Strahan's efforts could not bring out 
any more definite grounds for the decision. 

With this settled, there>was a long wrangle 
over the course to be purst.ed’: Mr. Strahan suy- 
ing that he was not preparcd’to state whether 
he would go to the Supreme Court or offer fur- 
ther testimony and asking for time to consider. 
Mr. Goodwin strongly protested against any de- 
lay beyond a few duys, saying that the case hu: 
begun in June, and if it was to be disposed of 
within the limit of the Statute of Limitations it 
must go onatonce. To this Mr. Strahan grutily 
replied that he didn’t care if the case had be- 
gun at the opening of the century, he proposed 
to nave hisrights. Finally the case was laid over 
until Friday of next week, after considerable 
protest from the lawyers of the railroad com- 
pany.

THE DUMMY ENGINE NUISANCE. 

Alderman Jaehne yesterday once more 
tried to have the Committee on Railroads dis- 
charged from the further consideration of the 
resolutions regarding the use of dummy engines 
ou West-street and on Tenth and Eleventnb ave- 
nues. The Chairman of the Railroad Commit- 
tee, Alderman Cieary, had repeatedly refused to 
make a report one way or the other, even when 


the people interested bad clamored for some ac- 
tion. Although the matter has been before the 
committee tor eight or teu months Mr. Cleary 
claiméd that time enough had not been given 
for making a proper report. Alderman Quinn 
seconded Mr. Jaehne’s motion. While Messrs. 
Jaehne and Quinn were talking Alderman Cleary 
sat laughing in his chair. Alderman O’ Dwyer 
moved as an amendment that the committee 
should be required to make a report in 30 days, 
but Mr, Jaehne opposed the amendment, The 
lutter said that the people, especially on the 
west side, were earnestly opposed to the con- 
tinued operation of the dummy engines. No 
man who voted to protect the great monopoly 
would dare to go before the people. For the 
past three years the same question had been be- 
fore the board, but nothing had been done. He 
had a resolution, which he would offer in case 
his motion were adopted, doing away with the 
dummy engines. Alderman McKenna also fa- 
vored Mr. Jaehne’s motion, but the board 
dodeed the question on motion of Alderman 
Morgan by voting to adjourn. 





FOUR DINNERS GONE WRONG. 

County Clerk Crane, of Westchester 
County, and his deputies were so hard at work 
in their office at White Plains yesterday mail- 
ing election documents that they thought they 
would not waste valuable time by going out to 
dinner, so they sent to the hotel to have dinners 
for four sent to the office. By some mistake the 
waiters understood the message to be from the 
Sheriff’s office, and took the cinners there. 
Sheriff Horton and several triends were there, 
and, being hungry, thankfully received the 
suvory repast, and soon there was nothing visi- 
bie butempty dishes.

PROOF OF POOL SELLING. 

In answer to an official query as to what 
evidence is necessary to secure a conviction for 
poo) selling, Corporation Counsel Lacombe sent 
a brief letter to the Police Commissioners yes- 
terday. He quotes that section of the Penal 
Code providing for the puishment of persons 
who sell pools, and says: “*I cannot coneur in 
the reported opinion of Mr. Justice Murray, 
that to secure a conviction under the law there 
must be besides the proof of the purchase of a 
pool ticket proof of the actual running of the 
race upon the result of which the pool was sold. 
It seems to me that the act intended to be pro- 
hibited by the statute isthe selling of pools; 
that they are sold upon the: result of a race 
would seem to be essential to the selling of poo!s 
atall. They can be sold upon no other theory. 
I think, therefore, that the proof of a purchase 
of a pool ticket makes out, to say the least, a 
prima facie case against the accused under the 
statute.” 





APPRAISALS FOR THE NEW PARKS. 

Corporation Counsel Lacombe appeared 
before the New Parks Commission yesterday 
and moved that in appraising damages for the 
lands to be taken for the new parks each park 
be disposed of separately, instead of closing the 
case of each individual property owner by itself. 
The appropriation allowea him by the city, of 
$20,000, he said, would not allow him to cail his 
experts from day to day on individual cases, and 
he stipulated that if his motion was allowed, 
and the evidence of property owners in each 
park was given before the city was called on to 
produce its witnesses, he would not call more 
than five experts on any one park. He was 
anxious to expedite the proceedings, but did not 
want to spend all the money at his command in 
disposing of one of the parks.

HEALTH RESORTS OF EUROPE. 


The Effect of Climate in Diseases, 
Aided by Proper Medical 
Treatment, 


Second of the Course of Lectures by 


Dr. Greene, of 35 West 14th-st., 
New-York.

Aiways in the front rank of lecturers, and desiring to 
make these lectures of the highest interest to the peo- 
ple, Dr. Greene spares no expense in the perfection of 
his illustrations, and the stereopticon views shown cer- 
tainly excel] anything before seen in this city in beauty 
and magniticence. 

The doctor’s lecture last evening was on the 

“*‘ Health Resorts of Europe,’’ 
and he handled the subject with that thorough knowl- j 
edge of all that pertains to thescience of medicine 
which has made bis name famous throughout the 
country as perhaps the most skillful and successful 
physician in the cure of chronic diseases. He said: 

“Climatic conditions and atmospheric changes are 
regarded at the present day as important considerations 
in the treatment of disease, and we find evenin the 
minds of the people at large a growing disposition to 
recognize the important influence which climate exerts 
in different affections. 

“In considering the question of climate we must un- 
derstand the many phenomena which pertain to any 
given locality inorder to be able intelligibly to adapt 
climatic conditions to disease. First, there is the 
question of extremes of heat and cold, the evenness of 
temperature, or the sudden rise or fall of the ther- 
mometer. 
and the quarter from which they blow, together with 


Then, too, there is the question of winds 


the exposed or sheltered condition of the locality, and 
the state of moisture or dryness of the atmosphere. 
These are of great and important influence in deter- 
mining the healthy or unhealthy surroundings of a 
place, 

“The extremes of temperatureare not advantageous 
to health. 
and enervating effect, while the extreme cold of the 


Arctic regions is equally opposed to healthy life. We 
find, therefore, that the 


The heat of the tropics exerts a depressing 


Temperate Climate 


is most conducive to health, and it is a fact that nearly 
all the health resorts of the world are situated in the 
temperate zone, although a very few of them verge 
upon tropical climate and vegation. 

“People are apt to entertain the idea that a health- 
fui Winter climate must be located In a tropical coun- 
try, but this 1s an erroneous idea, as may be seen by a 
glance atthe map, when it will appear that all the 
health resorts of Europe are tn the temperate zone.” 

After dwelling at length upon the various European 
health resorts, showing many picturesque views. and 
giving the peculiarities of the climate of each, the 
doctor remarked in concluding: 

“Krom what has been suid it must not be understood 
that care and ordinary protection should not be used 
in these Winter resorts. In all cases andin all locali- 
ties the invalid should use the utmost care against 
changes of temperature, even though they may be 
slight. Nor must it be understood that too mucn rell- 
auce should be placed upon a change of climate. ‘The 
change of air, diet, and scene often works a temporary 
benefit by exhilarating the system tor a time, when,
